Lieut. Gen. Nelson A. Miles, U.S.A., delivered an ad- 
dress at a meeting of the Twentieth Century Club of Bos- 
ion on Jan. 8, which, if the Boston Herald’s report of it 
is correct, shows that he is still relentlessly opposed to 
‘he American project in the Philippines and in favor of 
immediate independence for the islands. He _ ridiculed 
‘he notion that if independence were granted to the Fili- 
jinos they would merely set to work to kill one another, 
ind remarked that inasmuch as we had already killed as 
any Filipinos as there were men killed in the Civil War 

500,000 or more—we were hardly in position to criti- 
cize the tendencies of the Filipinos. Remarking that in 
S98 we had sympathized so keenly with 1,500,000 Cu- 
hans in their aspirations to liberty, General Miles, accord- 
ing to the Herald report, continued: ‘At the same time 
were 10,000,000 Filipinos, now only 8,000,000, 
‘ually aspiring for liberty, and who for the two months 
following Admiral Dewey’s victory, formed an independ- 
eut government, that ruled the islands absolutely and 
\\ithout serious disorder. To-day among the five thousand 
names on the civil list of those now governing the Philip- 
pines, we find three thousand Filipino names. How long 
ere any of the American colonies who rebelled against 
Creat Britain, or American republics that rebelled 
egainst Spain, schooled in self-government? Not one mo- 
iment. People willing to die and to suffer for liberty, as 
ihe Filipinos have, are as ready for self-government as 
ve were in 1776. Our government of the islands is a 
hopeless failure, and it is turning out to be altogether 
hore costly an experiment than we supposed. We are 
irying to repeat in our railroad schemes the carpet-bag 
régime in the South. Why not, if we have reached the 
imit of futile attempts to enrich ourselves at the ex- 
ense of the Filipinos, try the experiment of even-handed 
justice, giving the islands 2 chance to govern themselves 
and the United States the honor and the exceeding profit 
of establishing the first republic in the Orient?’ It 
would appear that General Miles has a more exact know]- 
edge of the statistics of casualties in the Philippines than 
he has of the number of casualties in the Civil War. The 
number of Union soldiers who were killed or died of their 
wounds during the four years of war, from 1861 to 1865, 
was 110,370, and while there are no exact statistics of 
losses in the Confederate service, they could not have 
\aried much from this total, Heiman in his Historical 
ltegister gives the number of men who served in the 
Union Army during the Civil War as 2,324,516 and the 
umber who served in the Philippines up to July 4, 1902, 
as 122,401. From this it would appear that while in the 
Civil War twenty-one men were required to kill or mor- 
tally wound one Confederate, each of our soldiers in the 
Vhilippines had to his credit or discredit nearly five 
dead Filipinos. But General Miles is so well known 
os an exact and painstaking statistician, free from pre- 
judice, that if he says it is so it must be so. His statis- 
tics show that our soldiers in the Philippines were one 
hundred times as effective in the killing line as the sol- 
viers of the Rebellion. Aside from the moral questions 
involved, this is a very gratifying showing of an increase 
o! efficiency in our Army, for which we have the high 
authority of an officer lately in command of it. It is an 
inpressive warning to the foreigner not to meddle with 
‘he American soldier. What we say is assumed upon 
‘ie correctness of the report of General Miles’s remarks. 
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Secretary Bonaparte’s order awarding the Medal of 
Ifonor and a gratuity of $100 each to eleven members 
of the erew of the U.S.S. Bennington in recognition of 
their self-sacrifice and heroism at the time of the fright- 
nl explosion on that vessel July 21, 1905, is a most gra- 
cious and becoming procedure which popular sentiment 
will cordially approve. The conduct of the Bennington’s 


men in the presence of that appalling disaster was an- 
other reminder that the crews of our warships may al- 
\ays be depended upon for prompt, intelligent, fearless 


and effective service in the hour of peril, and that in 
peace as in war they are always alert and ready for duty 
at any sacrifice. The work performed by the men who 
have been honored by order of the Secretary of the Navy 
was both varied and hazardous. Chief Gunner’s Mate 
Clausey flooded the Bennington’s magazines to prevent an 
explosion and visited all parts of the ship while they were 
filled with blinding steam to aid in rescuing his injured 
shipmates. Carpenter’s Mate Brock inspected all com- 
partments while they were in the condition described 
above to guard against fire and afterward assisted the 
wounded below decks. Seaman Boers, though badly scald- 
ed and otherwise injured, was prompt in helping those 
more seriously wounded than himself. Boatswain's Mate 
Cronan, after being thrown to the deck by the rush of 
steam, jumped overboard, swam to thé starboard gang- 
way, climbed on board and helped to lower a lifeboat. 
Quartermaster Davis, though badly scalded, was active in 
rescuing the injured from confined spaces below decks, as 
was Watertender Fredricksen. Seaman Gbritch went be- 
low, down forward hatch, calling to his shipmates and 
showing them the way out, then carried two of the in- 
jured to the upper deck and volunteered to go down the 
ash hoist to the boiler room with leak-stoppers, but was 
unable to get at the leak, though he found a body on the 
fire-room floor and sent it up. Hospital Steward Shack- 
lette, though knocked senseless while rescuing the injured 
and receiving almost fatal scalds, assisted in placing the 
victims in boats and helping them into wagons on the 
wharf and refused treatment until all others had been 
eared for. Machinist’s Mate Nelson, though painfully 
scalded, carried a coal passer to a place of safety and 
helped to rescue others. Ship’s Cook Hill, though iil, 
helped to rescue several victims and fainted twice while 
so doing, but stuck to the work until it was completed, 
and Seaman Schmidt, after sounding the water-tight door 
signal, went below and was active in the work of rescue. 
The Secretary of the Navy has also sent a letter to Roy 
B. Coghlan, now coxswain on the U.S.S. Celtic, heartily 
commending him “for prompt and gallant action, the 
value of which is enhanced by reason of the fact that you 
were not in the Service at the time.” In this brief re- 
cital the naval authorities have outlined the heroic work 
of the Bennington’s men, but back of that common-place 
narrative there is a story of daring and _ self-sacrifice 
which reflects lasting honor upon those who took part in 
it and for which the Medal of Honor is the fit reward. 
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It is significant of the intelligent and increasing in- 
terest in the United States in the subject of miliary or- 
ganization and training that Col. Charles W. Larned's 
important paper on “The Regeneration of the Private 
Soldier,” an outline of which we published last week, is 
receiving widespread attention in official and unofficial 
circles. This is a matter of gratification. There is 
something wrong, something gravely defective in our 
military system. Whether it is fundamental and due to 
the limitations placed upon military service by our free 
institutions, or whether it arises from the social isolation 
to which the private soldier is subjected by the customs 
of the Service, are matters of conjecture. Colonel 
Larned shares largely in the latter view of the case, and 
his discussion of the question from that postulate is 
highly impressive. It is specially fortunate that his plea 
for the social elevation of and a broader consideration for 
the enlisted soldier, financially and otherwise, should 
come from an officer of Colonel Larned‘s antecedents and 
position. Himself a graduate of the Military Academy 
and joyally devoted to the finest ideals of the military 
service, he would be the last man in the world to pro- 
pose his radical and almost revolutionary project of re- 
form in the organic structure of our military institutions 
if he dreamed that it involved the slightest peril to the 
higher interests of the Army. His discussion of the 
project is tolerant, incisive and businesslike, and it dis- 
closes a spirit of sympathy and appreciation for the 
private soldier which right-minded Americans will regard 
with earnest approbation. We should rejoice to know 
that a copy of Colonel Larned’s paper had been placed 
in the hands of every officer of the Army, from the 
Commander-in-Chief down, and in the hands of every 
Senator and Representative in Congress. It is a manly 
and generous appeal for a new order of things in the 
Army under which the private soidier shall receive a 
larger measure of justice and favor than he now enjoys, 
and by which the Army itself shall be lifted to a higher 
level of dignity and usefulness than it occupies to-day. 
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While current reports as to conditions in China may 
be somewhat overdrawn, the situation is evidently seri- 
ous and may presently require from other nations some 
positive action similar to that taken to suppress the 
Boxer troubles in 1900. There is throughout China a 
spirit of inereasing hostility to foreigners which has 
already resulted in desperate rioting at Shanghai and 
elsewhere, and which may lead to still graver conse- 
quences. There is also widespread political discontent 
which threatens to result in a revolution for the purpose 
of destroying the central power of the Chinese govern- 
ment and establishing the absolute independence of the 
provincial governments. Such a movement, it is pre- 
dicted, would institute a reign of anarchy and crime in 
which every foreign interest in China would be utterly 
destroyed. To guard against that peril it may become 
necessary for the great powers, including the United 
States, to send a joint expedition into China as was done 
in 1900. It is worth recalling that in the ARMY AND 
Navy JOURNAL of Dec. 23, Lieutenant General Chaf- 


fee, who commanded the American forces on that ex- 
pedition, was quoted in an authorized interview as warn- 
ing the country that we might become involved in war 
with China, and it may be that his prophecy will be ful- 
filled sooner than had been expected. The military au- 
thorities at Washington are evidently aware of the situa- 
tion and preparing for emergencies. Should events re- 
quire the employment of American troops in China our 
military base would naturally be in the Philippines, and 


_the recent increase in the forces stationed in the islands 


has obviously been made as a precautionary measure. If 
it becomes necessary to send troops to China the Army 
in the Philippines will, of course, be still further in- 
creased. It would be highly imprudent to reduce our 
forces in the islands, no matter what may be the situa- 
tion elsewhere. Conditions in the Philippines are not 
such as would justify the reduction of the Army by a 
single company. To do so would be to invite trouble. 
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Inasmuch as the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL has re- 
peatedly pointed out that the safe, expeditious and 
economical course for the Government to follow in the 
Panama Canal enterprise would be to have the work 
of construction done by contract under the supervision 
of the Engineer Corps of the Army, it is gratifying to 
note a substantial growth of sentiment in Congress in 
favor of that policy. Under any other plan there will 
almost certainly be confusion, delay, extravagance and 
probably corruption. The Government has already gone 
far enough with the canal project to show that it needs 
a more responsible and ‘a more efficient construction 
program than has yet been devised, and there is no other 
agency so perfectly adapted to its needs as the Engineer 
Corps. ‘No Government mechanism under the direct 
control, either of Congress or of the President,” says 
the Washington Post, ‘possesses a fraction of the ef- 
ficiency of the Corps of Engineers. The Army engineers 
have been and are now carrying on great projects for the 
improvement of rivers and harbors, costing in the aggre- 
gate more than the estimated cost of the canal, and pre- 
senting in the aggregate probably just as serious en- 
gineering questions. The work is performed with dili- 
gence and efficiency, without extravagance, graft or 
political complications.” Representative Madden, of Il- 
linois, introduced a bill in the House on Jan. 10 provid- 
ing that the Isthmian Canal shall be constructed by the 
engineering department of the United States Army, un- 
der the direction, supervision and control of the Panama 
Canal Commission, It also stipulates that the work of 
construction shall be done by contract.

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Major Warren H. Cowles, U.S.A., vigorously resents 
a statement made in a communication recently pub- 
lished in the New York Sun to the effect that negro 
troops officered by negroes cannot be depended upon in 
battle, and that a vast majority of all men, irrespective 
of color, are “white livered cowards.” Major Cowles 
declares that during his thirty years of service in the 
Army he knew of but a single case of cowardice, al- 
though he saw thousands of green troops under fire. “Ll 
served with the 10th Cavalry, a colored regiment,” he 
continues, ‘‘as lieutenant for about five years, although 
I at that time was an officer of a white regiment; after- 


~ ward I served with the 9th and 10th Cavalry and 24th 


and 25th Infantry (colored regiments), at the siege of 
Santiago de Cuba. I was afterwards a captain in the 
24th Infantry, a colored regiment, and had in my com- 
mand several men who had medals of honor for con- 
spicuous bravery in action, and several other men who 
had certificates of merit for exceptional bravery. I was 
afterward a major in that same regiment, and in com- 
mand, at different times, of the lst and 2d Battalions. 
Nearly every man in the entire regiment had been re- 
enlisted, and the average length of service was about nine 
years; many of them served more than thirty years. 
What officers have told me who have commanded these 
troops in action and my own personal knowledge of their 
conduct under fire discredit your correspondent and give 
the reason for my letter. Cowardice shown by any of 
these troops is a popular fallacy, whether officered by 
white or colored company officers.”

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Speaking last week of the long march of the 6th Fieid 
sattery, Capt. George W. Gatchell, U.S.A., command- 
ing, from Fort Riley, Kas., to Fort Sam Houston, Tex., 
the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL suggested that frequent 
marches by other bodies of troops would be a good thing, 
not only because they would enable the people to observe 
portions of their Army at close range, but also because 
they would contribute to the training and instruction of 
the troops themselves. It is interesting to observe that 
this view of the matter is shared by President Rooseveit, 
who is understood to favor a system of regular and fre- 
quent marches. It is his belief that such marches will 
develop a higher mobility in the troops taking part in 
them, and that in addition they will enable the men to 
become more familiar with the field equipment, the rou- 
tine of camp life, and the important work of transporta- 
tion than is possible in garrison. The march of Captain 
Gatchell’s command was long and trying, having covered 
upwards of one thousand miles, which is a greater dis- 
tance than Napoleon covered in his retreat from Mos- 
cow, but while it was wearisome to both officers and 
men, they will be all the better for it. Marches by other 
bodies of troops for moderate distances would undoubted- 
ly be a profitable experience and in harmony with sound 
principles of military training, 
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Reference was made in the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL 
of Jan. 6 to the very important conference held at the 
White House on the evening of Jan. 5 in which the Presi- 
dent, Secretary of War Taft, Secretary of the Navy Bon- 
aparte, Secretary of State Root, and Attorney General 
Moody participated. This conference, as we stated in 
our issue of Jan. 6, was for the purpose of discussing cer- 
tain reorganization plans for the War and Navy Depart- 
ments proposed, respectively, by Secretary Taft and Sec- 
retary Bonaparte. Secretary Taft is convinced that there 
should be a few changes made in the regulations govern- 
ing the jurisdiction of the General Staff of the Army. 
Secretary of the Navy Bonaparte believes that the scope 
of the General Board of the Navy should be greatly ex- 
tended and that it can be made a General Staff without 
any legislative authority. It is understood that Attorney 
General Moody agreed with this opinion. Secretary Bona- 
parte also brought to the attention of the conference the 
necessity for reorganization within the Navy Department. 
He believes that the Bureaus of Yards and Docks, Con- 
struction and Repair, Equipment, and Steam Engineering 
should be made mere divisions of one great bureau or sub- 
department. If such a change were made Secretary Bona- 
parte believes that increased efficiency, unity of direction 
and elimination of discussion and delay would be ob- 
tained. In like manner, the Bureaus of Navigation and 
Medicine ansl Surgery, the Marine Corps, the Office of the 
Judge Advocate General, all of which are concerned with 
the same general subject, namely, the personnel of the 
Navy, could, in the judgment of the Secretary of the 
Navy, be consolidated under fone head, retaining their 
individual organization under this general supervision. 
The Bureaus of Ordnance and Supplies and Accounts, 
in’ the opinion of Secretary Bonaparte, would not 
form a part logically of either of these two groups. 
if they were left as at present, there would be four sub- 
divisions of the Nevy Department dealing, respectively, 
with men, ships, armament and supplies, an arrangement 
he regards as very much more symmetrical and more prom- 
ising than the present. He did recommend, however, that

sult of this conference it is extremely probable that there 
will soon be some interesting suggestions concerning the 
organization of both the War and Navy Departments. 
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A Denver paper quotes an officer “at the headquarters 
of the department” as criticising General Chaffee’s rec- 
ommendation that the number of officers in the Army be 
increased, saying that there would be company officers 
enough if details were not permitted. This overlooks 
the fact, to which General Chaffee has called attention, 
that the details are to a large extent those which are 
required by the law. As they would seem to be neces- 
sary details, Congress should provide a sufficient num- 
ber of officers to provide for them without impairing 
the efficiency of companies. This is the argument of 
General Chaffee, and it is a sound one. The officer re- 
ferred to is quoted as saying: “The command of the 
companies devolves upon the lieutenants, who are boys 
in the matter of experience, The captains themselves 
are only young men between twenty-five and thirty-five 
years old. We hear considerable about putting young 
blood in the Army, but the young captains cannot hold 
their men like the old-time captains did. Then the aver- 
age captain’s age was from thirty-seven to forty-two 
years, and they were content to stay with and serve with 
their troop or company. In these days the young cap- 
tains want to get in the social swim, or want an easy berth 
away from their regiments, and if they have the pull they 
get it.’ There are more places open to detail than there 
were formerly, but otherwise we have not observed any in- 
crease in the disposition to obtain what are known as “soft 
places.” We have never known the time when such places 
were left vacant for want of applicants. The evil of leaving 
our companies short handed in the matter of officers is 
one we have had frequent occasion to dwell upon. It is 
difficult to see how details could be abolished, and so 
long as they are authorized by law, they should be con- 
sidered in determining the number of officers required.

Major J. M. 
cadets of the West Virginia University, 
W. Va., a few days since, paid a glowing tribute to the 
women of the Regular Army. Major Burns, in the course 
of his remarks, stated that an Army officer was the first 
to make a careful study of the language of the Indians of 
the plains and put it in print, and the first serious and in- 
telligent effort to educate them was the work of one of 
our officers. Wherever posts were located the first thing 
after housing our troops was to build a chapel for wor- 
ship. The Christian women of the Army were responsible 
for this, there being at the time only twelve chaplains in 
the whole Army, and about 175. stations for troops. 
These women established Sunday schools and gathered 
in all the soldiers possible and the children, Indians and 
whites, and taught them the first lessons in Christianity. 
“No one can tell,” says the major, “the hardships and 
privations these noble endured, hundreds of 
miles away from civilization, with few of the comforts and 
none of the luxuries of life, they loyally stood by their 
husbands in time of danger and encouraged them to 
nobler deeds. On one oceasion at Fort A. Lincoln when 
the Indians made-a vicious attack on our post and on 
the very day General Custer was fighting his last battle 
Mrs. Custer and several other officers’ wives came out 
on the skirmish line while the battle was in progress and 
the bullets were flying thick and fast, and cheered and en-

otherwise desolate life. God bless them.”

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Those of our readers who have followed the warfare 
of the respectable citizens of Highland Park, IIL, upon 
the vile drinking places and other disreputable resorts 
which have sprung up in the neighborhood of Fort 
Sheridan since the sale of beer and light wines was pro- 
hibited at Army post exchanges, will be interested in the 
latest phase of the struggle disclosed in a letter published 
January 8, by Rev. George D. Rodgers, pastor of the 
Virst Baptist church, of Highland Park, which is close 
to Fort Sheridan, in which he declares without reserve 
in favor of re-establishing the Army canteen. He ex- 
plains that he has made a careful study of conditions 
which have arisen since the canteen was abolished and 
that the investigation has led him to conclude that the 
restoration of the canteen is the best solution of a difli- 
cult problem. Mr. Rodgers’s view of the matter is un- 
doubtedly sound and in harmony with the opinion of 
other impartial investigators of the same subject, and 
his utterance is that of a thoroughly courageous man. 
The chances are that the unreasoning opponents of the 
canteen system will accuse him of entering into a com- 
pact with the “rum power,” and he need not be sur- 
prised if they charge him with acting under sinister and 
unchristian motives. His audacity in daring to tell the 
truth as he understands it will hardly be allowed to go 
unpunished. We present the statements of Rev, Mr. 
Rodgers and those of other local witnesses in contrast to 
those appearing elsewhere in this number in a letter from 
Rev, Wilbur R. Crafts. Mr. Crafts is much too preju- 
diced a witness to be accepted without reservation. 
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Col. F. W. Mansfield, 2d U.S. Inf., in temporary com- 
mand of the Department of Colorado, in reviewing the 
proceedings of the G.C.M,. in the case of Pvt. George W. 
Hutchison, Co. F, 29th Inf., found guilty of burglary 
and sentenced to be dishonorably discharged, forfeiting 
all pay and allowances due, and to be confined at hard la- 
bor in a penitentiary for seven and one-half years, says: 
“The maximum sentence, prescribed by the executive or- 
der limiting punishments, for burglary, is seven years’ 
confinement. The sentence in this case is therefore ex- 
cessive. It appears from the proceedings in this and an- 
other case, that two soldiers, about half-past six in the 
evening, broke into and entered the post shoe-shop, and 
stole two pairs of shoes of a total value of $4.36. It does 
not appear that the shoe shop was used as a dwelling. 
In the opinion of the reviewing authority, the absence of 
such an element takes from the crime the larger part of 
its enormity. It does not appear that the shoe-shop con- 
tained anything more valuable than second-hand _ shoes, 
and therefore the accused could not have intended to steal 
more than articles of small value. The circumstances do 
not, in the opinion of the reviewing authority, warrant 
confining the accused in a penitentiary. For the forego- 
ing reasons, so much of the sentence as provides for dis- 
honorable discharge from the Service of the United 
States, forfeiting all pay and allowances due him, and 
confinement at hard labor for one year, is approved.”

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Capt. Charles Hl, Stockton, U.S.N., late Naval Attaché 
to the American Embassy in London, who arrived in New 
York March 8, is quoted in an interview published in the 
New York Herald as saying that foreign naval experts 
generally favor battleships of larger types. ‘‘Everybody 
on the other side,” the Captain is credited with declaring, 
“is interested in the size of battleships. The construction 
of the Dreadnought, of 18,000 tons, by England has 
moved the larger naval Powers to decide on bigger ships. 
In view of the fact that England, France, Germany 
and Japan are building or proposing to build vessels for 
the line of battle of 18,000 tons or more, it seems that 
the United States cannot afford, if it means to protect its 
coasts and insular territory against an attack from a 
strong naval Power, to build battleships of less strength 
and fighting efficiency than those of other nations. If, 
however, it be proposed to defend the coasts, waters and 
insular territory of the United States against the weaker 
naval Powers alone, then our present Navy and its bat- 





tleship units are extravagantly Jarge in number and 
strength. “I have been away two years and seven 
months,” Captain Stockton added, “and have been anx- 


ious to get home for some time, although my associations 
in London were very pleasant and all possible courtesies 
were extended to me by the Admiralty. I saw the Lords 
of the Admiralty just before leaving, and they were ex- 
tremely courteous to me. The feeling towards us in Great 
Britain is generally very close, in my opinion.”

Our young 
men should look hopefully to their future as enlisted men, 
which holds in store many good things only dreamed of 
at the present time.” 
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In the course of an interesting article on conditions in 
the Philippines, which appears in Public Opinion, Mr. 
Atherton Brownell criticizes the legislation enacted in 
Washington for the government of the islands, and inti- 
mates that the replacing of the Army with the body of 
civil rulers who have come into control was an unwise 
proceeding. This opinion is in agreement, we believe, 
with that of a majority of those persons who have inves- 
tigated the question. The military administration pos- 
sessed in full measure the qualities required to gain the 
respect and confidence of the Filipinos, namely, stability 
power, simplicity and directness, and it enforced its pro- 
cesses impartially and without discrimination. The re- 
sult was that while its policy was severe when severity 
was required, it maintained order and justice and pro 
vided a larger degree of safety for life and property than 
they have enjoyed since the civil authorities assumed con- 
trol. “Under the Army occupation,” says Mr. Brownell, 
“a rule was established which was arbitrary, often se- 
vere, but fitted to the needs of the case. There was no 
weakness in administration, no conciliation, but always 
justice, and the exercise of that power which commands 
the respect of the Filipinos.”

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The cheapness of life in the United States is vividly 
illustrated in the record of homicides for the year 1905, 
compiled by the Chicago Tribune. The number of deaths 
by violence reported during the year was 9,212, or 730 
more than were reported in 1904. For those crimes 
enly 133 persons were executed, or one for every sixty- 
nine murders. The figures show that there were 115 
homicides for each one million of population, thus giving 
us a worse record than that of Italy, where there were 
one hundred and five for each million. One encouraging 
fact disclosed by the Tribune’s statistics is that the 
crime of lynching is declining and has been ever since 
1893, when the crimes of that character numbered two 
hundred. The number last year was sixty-six. It ap- 
pears that murder is most frequent in the States of 
Pennsylvania, California, Ohio, New York and Illinois 
in the North, and in Georgia, Louisiana, Mississippi, 
Tennessee and Texas in the South. All the lynchings 
reported last year were in the South except one which oc- 
curred in Nevada. It is a grim commentary upon our 
boastful civilization that the United States has a larger 
proportion of murders to population than any other na- 
tion in the world.

As to the opportunity a studious and well-behaved 
man has of rising in the Navy, it is interesting to note 
that Thomas J. Hayes some eight years ago enlisted as 
a coal passer on board the man-of-war Michigan, and in 
1898, during the Spanish War, he served on board the 
U.S.S. Columbia. Returning to the Michigan he was 
promoted to a fireman—second class—with seareely a 
common school education, Mr. Hayes saw he would 
be handicapped for promotion, so he applied himself 
to hard study. In about four years he graduated with 
high honors in the course of electrical and = steam 
engineering and mechanical draughting conducted by a 
correspondence school. He then applied for and passed 
an excellent examination as an assistant engineer before 
the board of United States steam engineering inspectors 
at Buffalo, N.Y. Following this he took a grammar 
and oratorical course through a Washington, D.C., 
correspondence school. He was recently appointed a 
warrant machinist with a salary of $1,800 per year. 
From coal passer at $22 per month to warrant officer 
at $1,800 per year is not so bad in eight years, and is 
worth studying and working for. 
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In accordance with the sentence of the court-martial 
which tried Comdr. Lucien Young on the charge of ‘neg- 
lect of duty’? and found him guilty of “remissness in the 
performance of his duty,” the Navy Department this 
week mailed him a reprimand. In view of the fact that 
the court did not sentence Commander Young to be “pub- 
licly reprimanded,” but only to be “reprimanded by the 
Secretary of the Navy,” it has been decided by the Navy 
Department not to make public the letter of reprimand 
written to him. It is stated on high authority, however, 
that this reprimand was exceedingly mild and it is be- 
lieved quite probable that Commander Young himself will 
make it public.

The recent feud between men of companies of the 
Artillery Corps on duty at Fort Adams, R.1., has quieted 
down. Extra guards were posted to keep order, and 
none of the men in the companies concerned was _ al- 
lowed out of the garrison. The two men who were set 
upon and cut, Privates Frye and Horn, are men who 
are known not to be quarrelsome. One is the battery 
clerk and the other an equally reliable man, and the 
officers are satisfied that they were assaulted and stabbed 
without giving any cause to their assailants. This 
makes the officers all the more eager to discover and pun- 
ish the men who attacked them. 
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Im a speech upon the subject of hazing at the Naval 
Academy, delivered in the House of Representatives Dec. 
20, Hon, Ezekiel S. Chandler, jr., of Mississippi, said: 
“The granting of a pardon to somebody who has violated 
the law is no justification and no excuse for the commis- 
sion of another or similar crime by somebody else. There- 


, fore, so far as that question is concerned, it is absolutely 


without foundation or reason to say that we, the Con- 
gress of the United States, are responsible for the condi- 
tions which now exist there and which are so greatly de- 
plored not only by the Members of this House, but by 
the people of the United States.” The responsibility 
placed upon Congress for the present condition of affairs 
at the Naval Academy is due to the fact that they have 
made a law upon the subject of hazing so drastic that 
they are themselves unwilling to see it enforced. They 
compel the authorities at the Academy to visit the severe 
punishment of expulsion upon boyish pranks, which 
should be dealt with by some less severe method of dis- 
cipline, as they themselves see when the matter is brought 
to their attention by an appeal for legislative action 
which excites their personal sympathies. Congress oc- 
cisionally gets a fit of hysterics and does something which 
eoes counter to the deliberate judgment of the legislative 
body. If the honorable members in the present instance 
will stop talking about the Naval Academy, pass a sensi- 
bie act upon the subject of hazing which they are willing 
ic see enforced, and then leave its enforcement to those 
who understand the conditions to which the law is to be 
applied, they will do a great service to the Academy, the 
Navy and the country. Brutal acts of hazing should be 
discriminated against and those who are found guilty of 
them should undoubtedly be promptly declared unworthy 
oc! a commission in the Navy. But the law should not 
je such as to arouse a sense of injustice in the young 
ven, who feel more than they reason, and who in their 
cpposition reflect the general sentiment, even that which 
cxists among the members of Congress themselves, as 
their action has heretofore shown. Brutal hazing was 
introduced into the Military Academy by the son of an 
last Side New York Tammany politician, whose charac- 
er may be judged by the fact that he was subsequently 
xpelled from the Army and is now serving a term in 
State’s prison. It would be an excellent law that would 
vid the National Academies of such fellows, if any of 
them should find entrance there, but those who indulge 
in practical jokes at the expense of others, which are 
wierely the expressicn of youthful exuberance of spirit, 
hould not be put upon the same footing. 





A large number of officers of the Army and some of 
he Navy are expecting settiement of their claims in the 
‘reasury Department for differences of pay suspended 
) await the decision of the Court of Claims in the 
litchell case, involving the right to retain pay received 
hy officers who exercised command above those pertain- 
ag to their grades in the Spanish War and Philippine 
insurrection. The decision of the court, while favorable 
io the contention of the attorneys for the officers, on all 
;oints, closes with the following sentence: ‘As the 
language of the act is uncertain as to who may make 
on order and when it may be made, but clear enough 
that some competent authority may do so without in 
iorms defining the time, and as the claimant (with 
others of his class) is now denied pay, without the right 
of appeal because of the limited amount involved; and as 
ihe defendants may exercise the right of appeal irrespec- 
tive of the amount, we have decided to resolve the doubt 
in favor of the claim, with the expectation that what- 
ever question there be in the case will find final con- 
-truction on an appeal to the Supreme Court. It is of 
vital importance that the administrative branch of the 
(Government have a decisive judicial construction in 
settlement of a much-vexed question. Judgment will 
iherefore be rendered for the claimant in the sum of 
$166.66." Without this suggestion from the bench, it is 
loubtful whether this case would have been appealed, 
but Mr. King states that the notice of appeal has just 
been filed by the Assistant Attorney General so that 
all claims depending upon this decision will have to be 
postponed until the Supreme Court finally decides the 
juestion. ‘This affects the claims for readjustment of 
pay under the Mills decision now in the Auditor's office. 
many of which have been reached for settlement and 
eld up to await this decision. Others will doubtless 
he found as the examination proceeds. It is said that 
‘very effort will be made to advance the hearing in this, 
so that all these matters may be disposed of at the 
‘arliest possible date, but several months of delay in 
he Supreme Court must be expected. 
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The Hong Kong Daily Press of Nov. 29 last says: 
‘The annual target shooting practice for the banner 
roops begins to-day.

f the old cannon with the old stone balls. These latter 
may be seen rolling back, down the mountain slope, and 
the extraordinary event of a cannon ball knocking the 
target down from the rear may be witnessed. As long 
as Chinese continue to amuse themselves in this fashion, 
ind keep up their bow and arrow maneuvers, the Yellow 
Peril need not be the white man’s nightmare.”

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The Minneapolis Journal, in its issue for Sunday, Dec. 
31, 1905, devotes a leading article to discussion of the 
bills prepared by the General Staff and mentioned by the 
Secretary of War in his last annual report. The Journal 
is probably the most metropolitan newspaper of the whole 
Northwest ; and its views are likely to carry great weight. 
It heartily endorses the legislation proposed by the Sec- 
retary of War, holding that the desirability of the pro- 
posed laws is so obvious as to require no comment, and 
that the question of expense has been so reduced that it 
furnishes no objection to the proposed measures. The 
ARMY AND NAvy JouRNAL is glad to see so able a paper 
lined up in favor of the needed improvements in the Ser- 
vice, and hopes that others may be heard from in the 
same positive, direct manner. While the outlook for leg- 
islation that would entail increased expenses is not good, 








there can be no reasonable objection to new laws for the 
betterment of the Service which do not entail any consid- 
erable increase of expenses, such as the ones under con- 
sideration. In particular, those singled out by the Min- 
neapolis Journal for special comment are all meritorious 
bills, the enactment of which into law would greatiy ben- 
efit the Service; and would not materially increase Army 
appropriatiens. That for elimination by retirement en- 
tails no additional expense. It ought, therefore, to stand 
a fair chance of becoming law: and the expense that 
would be entailed by the other bills, exclusive of the one 
for the inevease of the Artillery, is negligible. All these 
bills, therefore, might well receive earnest consideration 
and favorable action. As to the proposed reorganization 
of the Artillery, while it is impossible to forecast whether 
action along that line can be had at this session of Con- 
gress, there is no doubt that the Minneapolis Journal is 
correct in saying that an increase-of the Coast Artillery 
is absolutely necessary, and that the reorganization of 
the Field Artillery should be on the lines laid down by 
the experts of the War Department. . 
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Among the famous fights between midshipmen is that

The Prince took his discomfiture gamely 
and did his best to hush the matter up, lest condign pun- 
ishment should overtake his successful adversary, Charles 
Sturt, who having quitted the navy as lieutenant, even- 
tually became M.P. for Bridport. The London King re- 
publishes the oid engraving referred to, 
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The Navy Mutual Aid Association has just issued its 
three-hundred and fifth assessment, levied under Sectien 
1, Article 10, of the by-laws of the association. The 
amount paid to beneficiaries, to date, foots up the very 
respectable total of $1,002,694.24, the number of members 
on the roll at the present time being 912, paying a benefit 
of $3,423.34. The following deaths have taken place 
since the last quarterly assessment: Comdr. Joshua 
Bishop, Lieut. Comdr. Robert Ingersoll Reid, Capt.

The financial condition of the Navy Mutual Aid Associa- 
tion is excellent, and the reserve fund is amply sufficient 
to pay any sudden call unon that fund likely or even pos- 
sible to occur. 
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tecommendation was recently made to the War De- 
partment that the Post Exchange Regulations be so 
amended as to provide that the Exchange Council shall 
consist of the officer in charge and all the company com- 
manders. At present the éouncil consists of the officer in 
charge and two company commanders, the latter of whom 
are detailed by roster. The matter was taken under con- 
sideration by the General Staff, which reported that it 
did not consider the suggested change advisable, as at 
large posts the council would be too cumbersome for the 
prompt transaction of business, and it was thought the 
interests of all concerned are amply protected under the 
present system. 
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The Secretary of War has forwarded to the Secretary 
of the Treasury, for transmission to Congress, an esti- 
mate of $5,200 for the purchase of six acres of the An- 
drews estate adjoining Fort Andrews, Boston, Mass., for 
use as a small-arms target range for the Coast Artillery 
troops stationed around Boston harbor. The question of 
small-arms target ranges has been carefully considered 
by the officer commanding the Artillery District of Bos- 
ton, and Fort Andrews has been selected because of the 
natural advantages of safety for passing vessels, ete., and 
is probably the best location available in that harbor. 
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In order to secure permanent non-commissioned officers 
fur the detachment of farriers and horse shoers, cooks 
and bakers, at Fort Riley, Kans., the commandant of that 
post has made a request that a provision be made similar to 
that recently adopted for providing such non-commissioned 
officers at Fort Leavenworth by authorizing extra sergeants 
and corporals in certain organizations and assigning them 
to duty at Fort Riley. The request of the commandant 
at Fort Riley has been approved by the Chief of Staif 
and an order will soon be issued carrying it into effect. 
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Brig. Gen. Mills, Chief of Artillery, recently submitted 
to the General Staff for its approval or disapproval in- 
structions for keeping fort record books and emplacement 
books at Coast Artillery posts. These instructions were 
prepared to insure uniformity of methods and to include 
all the data necessary for reference purposes. ‘The recom- 
mendation of General Mills that these instructions be ap- 
proved and issued as an Artillery memorandum has been 
approved by the Chief of Staff,

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Two-thirds of the bluejackets, landed at Shanghai, 
China, to protect the foreign concessions, re-embarked on 
Jan. 5, pénding the definite settlement of the mixed court 
question, which, it is alleged, is hampered by the Vice- 
roy’s one-sided dispatches to the Chinese foreign board.

“THE FRENCH CINCINNATI, 


The Rhode Island State Society of the Cincinnati has 
published a limited edition of Part IL. of the Register of 
It is an 
exceptionally handsome volume, between a quarto and an 
octavo in size, and one that does equal credit to the good 
taste of the Committee on Publication, Gen. James M. 
Varnum and Geo. W. Olney, and the diligence and zeal 
for research of the author, who, as it appears upon the 
title page, is “Asa Bird Gardiner, LL.D., L.H.D., M.H., 
President of the Rhode Island Society and Secretary- 
General of the Order.” This volume is devoted to the 
Order of the Cincinnati in France (‘‘L’Ordre de Cin- 
cinnatus’”’), its organization and history, with the mili- 
tary or naval records of the French members who became 
such by reason of qualifying service in the army or navy 
of France or of the United States in the War of the Revyo- 
lution for American independence. It is more than the 
story of the French Cincinnati, for it is in effect a his- 
tory in brief of the part taken by France in the war 
which gave us our independence. It has been prepared 
wholly from official sources and one wonders at the pa- 
tient research which must have been required for its com- 
pilation. 

Membership in the Cincinnati was extended to the 
Frenchmen in recognition of their generous assistance and 
with a view to perpetuating the friendship they had 
formed in this country. It was limited to the higher offi- 
cers and was eagerly accepted as soon as the society was 
formally sanctioned by Louis XVI., in council at Ver- 
sailles Dee. 18, 1783. On the 29th of the same month 
General Dupertail wrote from Paris saying that every 
IF'renchman who had served in America wished to have 
the badge of the society. “I assure you,” he said, “that 
it has made and makes more noise here than it does ip 
America. ‘The French officers of the French army are 
much flattered by that honorable distinction.” 

The first meeting of the society at Paris Jan. 7, 1784, 

was presided over by Rochambeau and the others present 
were Lieut. Gen. Baron de Vioménil, Prince de Broglie, 
two dukes, four marquises, four viscounts, nine counts, 
and three chevaliers. Many others joined it later on but 
the society was composed principally of representatives 
of the higher nobility. So many ‘had their heads cut off 
or were forced to emigrate during the Reign of Terror 
that the French society became dormant and never again 
The few members who man- 
aged to escape proscription during the Terror subse- 
quently rose to high dignities under the Directory, Con- 
sulate and Empire. Among those who were guillotined 
were Count d’Estaing, the Duke de Lauzun and Biron, 
one of the proudest of the French nobles; Count Custine- 
Sarreck and the Prince de Broglie. 
_ ‘The Order of the Cincinnati appears to have been_tac- 
itly exempted from the operation of the decree of June 
19, 1790, suppressing titles of nobility, orders, liveries 
and armorial bearings, which prevented further appoint- 
ments to French orders of knighthood. All of the French 
regular regiments who came here were veterans, and 
many of the officers were soldiers of long and dis- 
tinguished service. Our cause was very popular in 
France, whevs -t had the enthusiastic support of all 
classes. As early as the siege of Boston, “shoals of 
Frenchmen,” as Washington termed them, hastened to 
America from France, or from the West Indies, to offer 
their services. 'There were a few adventurers among 
them, but these weré soon eliminated. Members of the 
higher nobility, men of the first distinction, sought service 
in the Co-operative Army under d’Estaing, or the Aux- 
iliary Army under Rochambeau. Many of the younger 
nobility, forsaking the allurements of the court, made 
haste to volunteer and endured the dangers and privations 
of active campaigning with unshaken fortitude and ex- 
emplary courage. 

“They showed their manhood in the bloody trenches at 
Savannah on Oct. 9, 1779, and_in the gallant assault on 
the British Redoubt No. 9 at Yorktown on the night of 
Oct. 14, 1781, where some of the most popular of the 


‘court favorites were found crowding to the front as vol- 


unteers and under the supervision of that gallant veteran, 
the Baron de Vioménil, emulously participating in the 
assault in friendly rivalry with their American brethren 
of the Continental line, to whom had been assigned the 
assault of companion Redoubt No. 10. The influence 
which they exerted on their return from the United 
States over the public mind, in the direction of liberal 
and enlightened views as to the rights of the subject, both 
personal and political, and as to the subject’s proper re- 
lationship to the State can hardly be overestimated.” 

The first co-operating French army which came to the 
United States under the treaty of alliance was command- 
ed by Lieut. Gen. Connt d’Estaing, Vice Admiral of 
Trance, and was transported in the fleet also under his 
command, which consisted ef twelve ships of the line and 
six frigates, which sailed from Toulon April 13, 1778. 
The troops were detachments from regular regiments. At 
the siege of Savannah d’Estaing’s fleet had increased to 
twenty-one ships of the line, nine frigates, three covettes 
and one cutter. 

“The land force which served under Lieut. Gen. Count 
de Rochambeau in the United States was officially des- 
ignated the ‘Auxiliary Army,’ and was, by order from 
Louis XVI., dated Versailles, March 1, 1780, made sub- 
ject to the orders of WaShington. A considerable portion 
of this army (5,100 rank and file) sailed from Brest on 
May 2, 1780, in from twenty-five to thirty transports 
and storeships. Subsequent reinforcements increased this 
army to 6,100. It consisted of the two battalions of the 
Regular Veteran Infantry regiments of Bourbonnois, 
Soissonois, Saintouge and Royal Deux-Ponts, Lauzun’s 
Legion of Volunteer Infantry and Hussars, the Second 
Battalion of the Regiment of Auxoune in the Corps of 
Royal Artillery, a detachment of the Corps of Royal En- 
gineers, two sections of the Company of Chazel in the 
Corps of Miners, a company of guides and pioneers, and 
a large staff of general officers and military and admin- 
istrative staff officers. There was a contingent from Saint 
Domingo, consisting of the two battalions of the veteran 
infantry regiments of Agéneis, Gatinois and Touraine, 
100 dragoons from the regiments of Condé and Belsunce, 
and a like number of artillerymen from the Second Bat- 
talion of the regiment of Metz in the Corps of Royal Ar- 
tillery, together with eight pieces of heavy artillery.” Five 
hundred marires were subsequently landed by Count de 
Grasse. In the siege and detached operations the French 
lost 18 killed and 213 wounded. There was.also a volun- 


teer organization raised in France by the Duke de Lau- 
zun, who served so efficiently and creditably that they 
were admitted to the French regular establishment. The 
Auxiliary Army was conveyed to Newport by eight ships 
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of the line, four frigates and one cutter. The subsequent 
addition of this squadron to that of De Grasse at York- 
town in September, 1781, increased his command to thir- 
ty-five ships of the line, eleven frigates and two cutters. 

“The French land force which co-operated with the 
American Army, under Major Gen. Benjamin Lincoln, at 
the siege of Savannah consisted of detachments from the 
regular veteran infantry regiments of Armagnac, Cham- 
pagne, Auxerrois, Agénois, Gatenois, Cambrésis, Hai- 
nault, Troy, Dillon (ist Battalion), and Walsh (2d Bat- 
talion), of the Irish Brigade in French service, and from 
the regular colonial infantry regiments of The Cape, 
Guadeloupe, Martinique and Port-au-Prince; also detach- 
ments from the regiment of Metz of the Corps of Royal 
Artillery, and from the Royal Corps of Infantry of the 
marine and from the dragoon regiments of Condé and 
Belsunce. These, with the volunteers of Valbelle, 156 
volunteer grenadiers of Cape Francois, and 545 volun- 
teer colored chasseurs of Saint Domingo, the rank and 
file of which were mulattos and negroes, made a total of 
3,524 French troops at the siege of Savannah, of whom 
fifteen officers and 168 enlisted men were killed and 43 
officers and 411 enlisted men wounded. 

Colonel Gardiner tells us that the term “saus-cullotes” 
was first used, and in this country, by Baron de Steuben 
in reference to the company of young French officers 
whom his A.D.C. had with his permission invited to dine 
at his quarters, on condition that none should be admit- 
ted who had on a whole pair of breeches. “This was, of 
course, understood as pars pro toto; but torn or ragged 
regimentals, the ordinary dress of the officer, were an in- 
dispensable requisite for admission. 

“The guests clubbed their rations and feasted on tough 
beefsteak and potatoes with hickory nuts for dessert. Hav- 
ing no wine, spirits were used, which they made into ‘sal- 
amanders’ by filling their glasses and setting the liquor 
on fire and then drinking it up, flame and all. Of this 
dinner Capt. Peter Stephen Dupouceau, LL.D., the A.D. 
C. in question says: ‘Such a set of ragged and, at the 
same time, merry fellows were never brought together.’ ” 

It is pleasant to find a volume uniting artistic and his- 
toric value in such excellent degree as does this work. It 
will serve as a permanent record of the services rendered 
to us in our hour of sore need by so many gallant and 
distinguished Frenchmen. ‘The volume contains brief bi- 
ographies of 247 of these, with portraits of many of them. 
Also biographies of i118 hereditary or honorary members. 
A large proportion of the members wore, in addition to the 
badge of the Cincinnati, the cross of St. Louis, and some 
of them numerous other distinguished decorations, includ- 
ing the Legion of Honor. Among them were Knights of 
the Holy Ghost, of the Order of Military Merit, of the 
Sword of Sweden, of the Prussian Black Eagle, of St. 
Andrew, St. Alexander Newski, St. Anne, St. Vladimir 
and St. George in Russia; of Charles Second, Maximilian- 
Joseph of Bavaria, St. Joseph of Tuscany, St. Lazare and 
Notre Dame du Mont-Carmel, the Holy Roman Empire, 
Golden Eagle of Wurtemburg, Order of Christ of Portu- 
gal and Order of Phoenix of Hohenlohe. There were also 
Grandees of Spain and numerous Peers of France. 
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HOW TO OBTAIN GOOD NON-COM. OFFICERS. 


TO THE Epvitor OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

An article appearing in the -October number of the 
Journal of the United States Infantry Association by 
Capt. C. E. Dentler, 11th Inf., entitled ‘““How to Obtain 
a Good First Sergeant,” states that good first sergeants 
could be obtained by having second lieutenants during 
their commission as such act as first sergeants, live in 
the barracks, eat the Government ration, be on duty twen- 
ty-four hours of the day, and thereby learn something 
of troop duty and save enough money at the end of four 
years to enable him to have about $5,000 ahead on which 
he could marry. 

This article, which I send te the JOURNAL in order that 
all branches of the Service may see it, is an enlargement 
rather than a criticism of the plan of Captain Deritler. 

Some first lieutenants to-day have served only a year 
or so as second lieutenants, some never. This unfortu- 
nate state of affairs may happen again. Can you imagine 
any more chagrin than would be experienced by some 
first lieutenants so unfortunately situated on seeing secs 
ond lieutenants becoming more proficient than they, while 
doing their tour as acting first sergeant, the length of 
which I would set at about eight years instead of four 
for Cavalry lieutenants at least before they are pro- 
moted? This I think would lead to much hard feeling 
which I think could very easily be remedied. 

Take, for instance, a captain. Many old and excellent 
first sergeants can tell you that they could get along a 
lot better if they did not have one. What better use could 
a good captain with presumably a fair education be put 
to than made the acting first sergeant of his troop? His 
experience and age would certainly fit him far better for 
the position than a green second lieutenant. Then there 
would be a saving to the Government. With a captain 
as first sergeant why give an enlisted man the extra pay 
as such when he has practically nothing to do? But 
should we stop there? I should certainly not allow the 
first lieutenant to remain idle. With his education and 
commission he could take the place of three or four line 
sergeants, to say nothing of a corporal or two, and with 
the second lieutenant filling the place of the remaining 
non-commissioned oificers they could all easily and with 
great benefit to the Government, officers and men be done 
away with. 

A second lieutenant alone im» the barracks would cer- 
tainly be lonesome. With a captain and first lieutenant 
I believe many enjoyable times could be had_ together. 
Then, too, the officers could devise ring toss and parchesi 
parties for the men and on certain evenings dancing les- 
sens conld be given in the squad room to the material 
benefit of both officers and men. School in practical so- 
cial culture could be held under the guidance of the cap- 
tain and on certain days lectures on the gentlemanly art 
of using the knife and fork. 

I believe one officer should sit at each of the men’s ta- 
bles at mess, although the author of the other article only 
had the second lieutenant eat at another table at the same 
time with the men. In this way a certain dignity would 
be added to the meals: then, too, an officer would be able 
te reproach immediately any soldier for any slang ex- 
pression he might use, 

Both the first and second lieutenants should make a 
study of the practical use of the broom and dust pan, for 
we never can tell when a young officer will be called on 
to use one, especially if he be married, and how can we 
ever expect to have clean barrack floors if a commissioned 
officer does not clean them himself. 

I would not be too hard on the officers. Working twen- 
ty-four nours a day is enough for any man. I believe 





more contentment would be found in allowing the captain 
a pass to go home to his family once a week. The first 





lieutenant, I believe, should be allowed one once in two 
weeks, as his wife might become uneasy about him. 

The second lieutenant, however, I should not allow 
any pass until just before he is to be promoted, and then 
I believe one night every three weeks should be allowed, 
so that, if be so desires, he might find a girl to marry as 
soon as he becomes a first lieutenant, although I do not 
agree with the other author that this is the height of a 
second lieutenant’s ambition; that is, all second lieuten- 
ants. 

The article on ‘(How to Obtain a Good First Sergeant” 
had as its aim two improvements; first, how to obtain a 
good first sergeant, and second, how to get second lieu- 
tenants out of debt. I believe those two objects alone 
could very easily be obtained, the first by having all the 
officers take an interest in their troop, company or bat- 
tery work and occasionally visit the orderly room and 
barracks, and the second, by giving them a little more 
time and a little more pay.

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THE GARRISON SCHOOL. 


To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

The recent order that * * * the Department 
has invariably disapproved requests from graduates of 
the U.S. Military Academy to be excused from recita- 
tions and examinations in the subjects successfully com- 
pleted by them while at the Academy,” * * * this 
order, we say, is a mighty good one. It proves the fact 
(accepted by all of us except a few sore heads) that 
wisdom comes with years, and hence whatever is ordered 
is right. 

Why should graduates be excused from these studies 
rather than other officers who may never have seen the 
text-books before they were compelled to study them? 
To be sure, the former “successfully completed” the 
courses at the Academy, but what of that? Why should 
that count? Do the poor deluded beings fancy that the 
Academy instructors can hold a candle to our dear teach- 
ers who are instructors only because they “have to take 
the course anyway,” and hence have never studied the 
books before? Are they hugging to themselves the de- 
lusion that the Military Academy is in the running as 
regards efficiency and worth when compared with the gar- 
rison school? Heaven forfend! Yet some of them 
evidently do think these very things, more shame to 
them. How lucky it is for the future of the Service 
that the “powers that be” do not share these outre be- 
liefs! 

As Kipling says: “There was a boy officer once” 
who thought that he had learned “security,” “law,” 
ete., at the Academy; at least as thoroughly as it was 
taught in the garrison school. He wanted to take a 
course in electricity or some such thing at a nearby uni- 
versity. He was willing to take the garrison examina- 
tions but wished to be excused from the daily attendance. 
Did they excuse him? Guess! There was another 
upstart of the same kind. He wanted to take an ord- 
nance examination, and as a little preliminary study is, 
we believe, usually considered polite, in such cases, he 
submitted an application similar to the one hinted at 
above. The authorities trun him down with gusto, and 
rightly so. Tactics for his’n! 

How inspiring it is to see such samples of watchful 
care and thoughtfulness on the part of the authorities! 
Theirs is the task of tenderly guiding these crazy cubs, 
of whom probably not one has ever appreciated that perti- 
nent sentiment: 

“By ambition fell the angels, 

How can mere men then hope to profit by it 
But aside from all that, how they can even think of 
deserting the good old beauties of “organization and 
tactics” to learn new things—things of which they per- 
haps knew nothing, as yet—why, it passeth the under- 
standing ! 

It may be taken for granted that we are all delighted 
to see these shining examples of how sensibly and how 
logically the doctrine of the garrison school is upheld. 
Garrison school, offspring of heaven, first born! Now 
your readers must not be shocked at any seeming heresy 
or treason displayed in the following few words. Perish 
the thought that we should “knock” perfection or pooh- 
pooh the results of Divine Providence, working through 
the all-wise brains of our “order factories.” But it 
really does seem to us that our dear school is incomplete 
in a few minor details—lacks a cog or two, you know? 
Its principles are not carried to the extent they should 
reach. For example, it is apparent, from the above 
order, how “The Point’ ranks, as compared with our 
school. It is, therefore, earnestly recommended that 
hereafter all instructors at the Academy be selected 
by competitive examination from the students of the 
garrison school. This would have the great advantage 
of allowing the selection of non-graduates. 

AND Her NAME WAS MAtp. 
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COUNTERFEITING SERVICE UNIFORMS. 
To THE Eptror OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

Your editorial comments in last week’s issue advocat- 
ing legislation to forbid the wearing of the uniform, or 
one so closely identical with the uniform prescribed for 
the Army and Navy were very timely, and if Congress 
should be influenced by them all will feel grateful to you. 
Anyone who travels to-day and observes the uniforms of 
conductors, brakemen and porters of the steam railroads, 
the employees of the elevated and surface railroads, ferry 
companies, and bank messengers, drivers of wagons of 
express companies and apartment stores, porters, mes- 
sengers, elevator attendants. life-saving service, and other 
civil employees, will at once recognize the fact that the 
uniform of the Army officer no longer distinguishes him 
as a member of this branch of the military service of the 
Government. There is a law that makes it a crime for 
anyone to issue a facsimile of Government money for any 
purpose whatever. Why not have a law to the same ef- 
fect with regard to the wearing of the Army and Navy 
uniform ? 

Recently another officer and myself were detailed upon 
a special duty that required us to travel by elevated rail- 
road and the steam railroad, and in uniform. While 
waiting upon the platform of the elevated station we were 
asked a half-dozen times by as many persons informa- 
tion about the trains, we being supposed elevated railway 
employees, nearly all of whom wear gold lace for service 
stripes at their sleeves and other parts of their uniform 
corresponding to ours. One, a woman, asked which train 
stopped at Beach street, and as we are almost strangers 
to Boston streets we could not tell her. Then I over- 
heard her remark to a friend: “These station men are 
so indifferent that they are almost insulting.” I have 





often met these men in their uniforms in the navy yard 
and on ships, and they were dressed so nearly like the 
Navy officer that a stranger would not identify one from 
the other. 

Then, too, a change in the trimming of the overcoat of 
the Navy officer might be made with good effect. The 
braid on the sleeves, indicating rank, could be put on to 
form a loop up the sleeve, with the ornamental or mili- 


tary frogs on the fronts similar to that of the Army ofti-: 


cer, I suggest this because I have observed that the em- 
ployees of some civil corporations wear the Navy ulster 
pattern with braid on the sleeves. 

Let Congress pass a law that will copyright the Army 
and Navy uniforms, i.e., forbidding them to be worn ex- 
cept by those connected with some branch of the Service; 
and that the uniform of the National Guard and naya} 
militia, when corresponding to that of the Army and 
Navy, have a distinguishing insignia. Navy.

THE MODERN MIDSHIPMAN. 


TO THE HpIToR OF THE ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL: 

In the last four numbers of your paper some articles 
signed by P.B., have appeared, which are, I suppose, an 
effort on his part to be amusing. There may be the rea- 
son, too, of trying to impress upon the modern midship- 
man what the old times were like. In reading “Then and 
Now,” No. 4, in the JouRNAL of Jan. 6, I cannot fail to 
be impressed that the midshipmen of those days were 
hold and bad. It is shocking to even think what bad 
swear words were used in place of the blanks so plenti- 
fully used. 

But is that any reason for the continual drumming in 
our ears of that worn phrase, “when I was a midship- 
man”? It certainly is not instructive. The midshipman 
of to-day doesn’t care, though it might be of passing in- 
terest, whether a midshipman of ’65 was on duty in the 
foretop or not.

So when the happy day comes and the younger 
Navy takes command, they will know their ships from 
truck to keel, in spite of their never having been on an 
old ship of the line. 

There is one other thing which seems to bother the 
writer of ‘Then and Now,” and that is the subject of 
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girls. The midshipman of to-day is supposed to be con- 
stantly “rushing” them, he therefore not spending much 
iime on his profession. On the ship to which I'am now 
attached (I am not criticizing, merely observing) the 
iost pronounced rushing is done by the wardroom offi- 
cers, the married lieutenants spending all their time 
ashore, and the ‘unmarried ones trying hard to be as their 
benedict brothers.

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Accompanying a fine portrait of Rear Admiral James 
H. Sands in the Washington Spectator, is the following 
iribute to that gallant and popular officer: ‘Admiral 
Sands has been much in the public eye recently through 
jis connection with the Naval Academy at Annapolis, 
first as the host for the royal admiral, Prince Louis of 
Lattenberg, and more recently, through the hazing and 
fighting episodes among the midshipmen. On all oc- 
cisions when the limelight of publicity. has been upon 
him, and, indeed, at all other times, the Rear Admiral 
has shown himself not only worthy, but deserving of 
igh praise for his sound sense, and his conservative yet 
forceful attitude. These qualities have made him one 
o! the best known officers in the Service, and Washing- 
ton feels a proper pride in him as a native of the city, 
for he was born here in 1845, and when only fourteen 
entered the Naval Academy, being graduated in time 
i» take an active part in the Civil War, and winning 
jis spurs before he was of age by being twice recom- 
mended by boards of admirals for gallantry in leading 
snore attacks on Confederate forts. He was an ensign 
t eighteen, a lieutenant at twenty-one, and lieutenant 
commander two years later. In the India Squadron 
ust after the Civil War he took part in a skirmish with 
.ivages on the Island of Formosa, and was twice com- 
jimented in squadron general orders. During the war 
vith Spain he commanded our fastest cruiser, Columbia, 
hn seout duty, was off Santiago at the time of the sur- 
ender and took part in the expedition to Porte Rico. 
‘t ean be seen that he is a fighter, that he believes in 
:, and while he does not condone fisticuffs, he takes the 
horoughly sane idea that an institution like the Naval 
\eademy for the training of fighters would be a sorry 
,lace were there no evidences of a bellicose spirit to be 
‘ound among its students.” 
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Leslie’s Weekly says: “Lieutenant General Chaffee, 
v ho will retire from the Service next spring, began his 
military career as a Cavalry private forty-four years 
aco, and is the second man of this rank who has risen to 
tie command of the U.S. Army. The general has proved 
lumself fully equal to every occasion, but acted more 
vsolutely than ever in China when he was in command 
of the U.S. military force sent to help quell the Boxers. 
‘There was a long delay and much discussion among the 
alied commanders, and finally General Chaffee delivered 
this ultimatum: ‘I am ordered to go to the relief of the 
1.S. legation at Peking. I leave with my troops for 
that city at once. If the allied troops do not move, I 
will go alone with my U.S. soldiers.’ It did the business. 
The allied column moved on to Peking in a rush, rather 
than a march. <A few months later, Chaffee wrote 
a note to von Waldersee, nominal commander of the 
allies, protesting against German looting of the historical 
astronomical instruments, made by Jesuit priests for the 
(hinese Emperor centuries ago. Von Waldersee was 
raffled, and replied that Chaffee would better mind his 
own business. The American general was backed up by 
his Government, and the incident failed to disturb him. 
Ceneral Chaffee will bear with him into his retirement 
‘he good wil. of the entire country. There is no better 
«xample than he of the American soldier at his sturdiest 
and best. His qualities as a man add lustre to his merit 
os a military hero, and he will be honored wherever he 
<oes.” 
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A collision occurred on Jan. 6 between the torpedoboat 
cestroyers Worden and Lawrence off Pine Beach, Va., 
a V-shaped hole being made in the port side of the Law- 
renee, which on the deck line is four feet by two and a 


half feet wide at the opening. Seen from the vessel’s 
side, the slit extends wedge-shaped downward from the 
deck line about two feet below the water line. Compart- 
ment D-one, just forward of the galley, filled with water 
\ithin a few minutes after the Worden struck. The ac- 
cident happened about nine o’clock while the Lawrence 
jay at anchor. ‘The Worden had been to Lambert’s 
Point to coal and was returning to her anchorage. After 
being rammed, prompt measures were taken on the 
Lawrence for her safety. The water-tight doors of Com- 
partment ID being closed, the vessel was comparatively 
safe, but as the Worden in backing out wrenched herself 
iree of the Lawrence there was an inrush of water, which 
filled the compartment. When it was seen that the 
\vater-tight doors of the filled compartment were holding 
satisfactorily, Lieutenant Hart, in command, determined 
\o remain at anchor, and he did not go to the navy yard 
for repairs until in tow of the Worden, which at once 
‘eturned to her station off Pine Beach. The Lawrence 
was placed in drydock soon after her arrival. It is 
said that it will take three weeks or a month to repair 
er.

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Judge Advocate General Davis, in an opinion rendered 
‘his week, has held that there is no authority of law for 
the sale to the Government of Porto Rico by the Federal 
(rovernment of arms and ammunition for the use of the 
l’orto Rican militia or police. ‘Fhe Act of Jan. 21, 1908, 
-uthorized the sale of war material to a State or Terri- 
‘ory for the use of its “organized militia,’ which Genera! 
avis characterizes as a species of military force to which 
the insular police of Porto Rico does not conform. It 
vas recently held by General Davis in an opinion given 
he Secretary of War that an officer of the Army could 
ot be reimbursed for the cost of subsistence and lodging 
vhile detained against his will by the quarantine authori- 
ies of this country. This opinion is based on the manda- 
ory requirement of the Act of March 2, 1900, that offi- 
ers traveling on duty “shall be paid seven cents per mile 
ind no more.”

A 
mail report dated Jan. 4 and signed by Comdr. H. H.

30, the 
first day out, the dock made forty-nine miles; Dec. 31, 
111 miles; Jan. 1, 79 miles; Jan. 2, 98 miles; Jan. 3; 
101 miles, and Jan. 4, 95 miles. On Jan. 11, the Navy 
Department received from Admiral Dunlap commandant 
at San Juan, the following: “Wireless reports, 10:30 
P.M., Jan. 10, all well, fine weather. Over 1,000 miles 
from Hatteras. Making good progress. Glacier.” 
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President Roosevelt is much gratified at the sentence 
of the court-martial which recently tried Lieut. Roy I. 
Taylor, Art. Corps, U.S.A., on the charge of having hu- 
miliated an enlisted man of the Army in a public place of 
amusement. The President has made known to the War 
Department his unqualified approval of the sentence of 
the court in this case and has expressed himself as being 
determined to use his powerful influence to obtain, at all 
times, the proper treatment of well-behaved soldiers and 
sailors in uniform in places of amusement and other pub- 
lic places. The President will have before him in a few 
days for final action the court-martial cases of 1st Lieut. 
Kent Browning and Lieut. Sidney A. Burbank. The 
former was found guilty of the charge of drunkenness 
and sentenced to be dismissed, and the latter found guilty 
of various charges and also sentenced to be dismissed. 
Considerable influence has been brought to bear upon the 
Secretary of War to obtain a mitigation of the sentences 
in the cases of these two officers, but it is understood that 
the President has made up his mind to approve the sen- 
tences of the court in both instances.

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Announcement was made on Jan. 2 of the reorganiza- 
tion of the firm of H. V. Allien & Company, 734 Broad- 
way, New York. Owing to the death of Mr. Laurent H. 
Allien and the retirement of Mr. Louis S. Allien on ac- 
count of ill health, the old firm was dissolved, and the 
business will be hereafter conducted by the remaining 
partner, Mr. John N. Herrmann, together with Mr. 
Henry V. Allien, son of the late Henry V. Allien. No 
change will be made in the firm name. This house is one 
of the oldest and best known in the military equipment 
business, dating back to the year 1815, when the firm of 
Horstmann Brothers and Allien was established. Later 
on the partners separated and the firm of Henry V. Allien 
& Company was established, Hortsmann Bros. continu- 
ing as a separate establishment, which is now known as 
the William H. Horstmann Company. The advertisement 
of Horstmann Bros. has appeared in the ARMY AND NAvy 
JOURNAL since the first issue, forty-three years ago, ‘and 
Henry V. Allien & Company have beén regular adver- 
tisers for thirty-nine years. 
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Arrangements have been made by the War Department 
for the transportation to the Philippines of the 1st and 
2d Infantry and the 2d Battalion of Field Artillery, 
which are scheduled to sail from this country on Feb- 
ruary 1. The 1st Infantry, which will sail from New 
York city for Manila by the way of the Suez Canal, will 
be divided between the transports McClellan and Kilpat- 
rick. ‘The headquarters and two battalions of the 1st 
Infantry will be on the Kilpatrick and one battalion on 
the McClellan. The 2d Infantry and the 8th and 13th 
Batteries of Field Artillery, constituting the 2d Battalion 
of Field Artillery, will sail from San Francisco on Feb- 
ruary 1 on the transport Meade. All three of these trans- 
ports have been out of commission for some time and will 
probably be placed out of commission again as soon as 
they return from their trip to the Philippines. The pas- 
senger lists for these transports have not yet been com- 
pleted. 
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The Comptroller cZ the Treasury holds that the chap- 
lains of the Navy are entitled to the benefit of the provi- 
sion of Section 18 of the Navy Personnel Act, which pro- 
vides that when naval officers are detailed for shore duty 
beyond seas they shall receive the same pay and allow- 
ances as are, or may be provided, by law for officers of 
the Army detailed for duty in similar places. The ques- 
tion arose through the claim of Chaplain J. B. Frazier, 
serving at the naval station, Samoa, who has the rank of 
commander in the Navy. The Comptroller held that he 
is entitled to the pay of a lieutenant colonel in the Army 
of the same length of service, or $4,290 a year. The 
Comptroller decides that an Army contract surgeon is not 
entitled to the expenses incurred while in hospital under 
treatment, the provisions of the appropriation bill pro- 
viding for medical and hospital expenses not applying to 
him. 
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As the record in the cases of Midshipmen Worth W. 
Foster and Petterson B. Marzoni have been forwarded to 
Washington, the inference is that they have been found 
guilty of hazing. Midshipman Warren A. Vanderver, of 
Mount Holly, N.J., who has been under suspicion of hav- 
ing protected the midshipmen who were hazing Jerdon 
P. Kimbrough, has been released from arrest and restored 
to duty. Vanderver’s dismissal’had been ordered by Su- 
perintendent Sands, but the Attorney General decided 
that the Superintendent of the Naval Academy did not 
have the power of summary dismissal. The testimony of 
Midshipman Decatur on his own behalf consisted of a 
specific denial of the facts alleged against him. He was 
on the stand for three-quarters of an hour. 
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The case of Ensign Charles T. Wade, who was chief en- 
gineering officer of the gunboat Bennington at the time 
that vessel blew up in the harbor at San Diego, Cal., is 
likely to be greatly delayed in receiving final action on 
account of the illness of Rear Admiral Glass, who is the 
president of the court which tried Ensign Wade. Last 
week Secretary of the Navy Bonaparte sent the Wade 
ease back to the court, asking that it be reviewed. Ad- 
miral Glass is understood to be in such a serious condi- 
tion that he will be entirely unable to either cal! or at- 
tend sessions of the court. In this event it may be neces- 
sary to convene another court to review the proceedings 
of the court-martial. While this will be strictly legal it 
will not be o* satisfactory as would be the case if the 
original court could finally dispose of the matter, The 


circumstance has not yet come to Secretary Bonaparte 
for consideration. 
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As soon as Secretary of the Navy Bonaparte returns 
to Washington from his trip to Charleston, 8.C., he will 
send to Congress a new “personnel bill” in which will be 
incorporated all of the separate measures dealing with 


the personnel of the Navy which were introduced on Jan. 
4 by Senator Hale and were printed by us Jan. 6. It is 
understood that Senator Hale, who has recently had sev- 
eral conferences with Secretary Bonaparte on matters 
relating to needed naval legislation, will lend his support 
to the new personnel bill. The need for the corps*of ma- 
rine engineers, which Secretary Bonaparte has so urgent- 
ly recommended, is recognized in Congress and it is also 
believed that Congress is now favorably disposed toward 
the proposition to give the Navy two vice admirals, in 
accordance with the plan proposed by Secretary Bona- 
parte. ‘The recommendation made by Secretary Bona- 
parte that the grade of commodore be re-established is 
also approved by Senator Hale and members of the House 
Committee on Naval Affairs.

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An officer of the 19th U.S. Infantry, stationed at 
Malabang, Philippines Division, writes: “The 19th is 
making the best of its present tour at Malabang, Parang, 
Vicars and in the field up the Cottobato valley. Now 
that Dato Ali is a back number and permanently shelved, 
the troops are being recalled to the regular posts. The 
health of the command is very good, the only recent 
deaths having been due to accident, except that one man 
was cut up by bolomen just outside thé post. Malabang 
is a delightful post, and all hope that we may be able 
to finish our present tour here.” 
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Through a misunderstanding and confusion of initials 
the announcement was made in the JouRNAL that Paymr. 
T. S. Jewett had been court-martialled at the Washing- 
ton Navy Yard, and that the case had gone to the Secre- 
tary of the Navy for consideration and action. The state- 
ment was an unfortunate error, and should have been 
that Paymr.

Pay Inspr. T. S. Jewett, who was recently promoted to 
that grade from that of paymaster, is fleet paymaster of 
the Asiatic Station, and is now on the battleship Ohio.

Since the Army has been on duty in the Philippines 
there have been many requests from officers for authority 
to return home by way of Europe, and officers have from 
time to time asked to go abroad, and always with a special 
passport. The State Department will not hereafter 
issue special passports to Army officers unless requests 
for them have the approval of the War Department. 
Moreover, the issue of such special passports will be 
limited to officers of the grade of major and above and to 
line officers. ‘The special passport carries with it. certain 
privileges greater than those attached to the ordinary 
passport.

The U.S, District Court, New York, has dismissed 
the suit brought against Major Gen. John R. Brooke, 
U.S.A., retired, by the Countess of Buena Vista, to re- 
cover damages because of an order issued by General 
Brooke abolishing her hereditary right to slaughter the 
cattle used for beef in Havana, Cuba. Although the 
court holds that the countess has no remedy at law 
against the defendant, Judge Holt believes that the coun- 
tess has a good claim for damages against the United 
States government, which confirmed officially all of Gen- 
eral Brooke’s orders. = 
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Brig. Gen. Frederick Funston, U.S.A., commanding the 
Department of California, in an official communication 
under date of Dec. 28 last says: “Several officers hav- 
ing appeared in the city of San Francisco wearing part 
of the uniform with civilian dress, the attention of all 
officers within the limits of this department is called to 
Par.

The town officials of Haverstraw on Jan. 11 requested 
a detail of experienced men from the U.S.M.A., West 
Point, to take charge of the work in an endeavor to find 
more of the bodies of the victims of the recent catastro- 
phe at that place due to a landslide.

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Secretary Taft still has before him the eleven Amny 
bills recommended by the General Staff. It is the pur- 
pose of the Secretary to send these bills to the House and 
Senate Committees on Military Affairs with a letter in 
each case recommending that they receive favorable con- 
sideration. It is probable that he will take them up for 
consideration early next week and transmit them to Con- 
gress before the end of the week. 
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The Taft Board for the revision of the plan for the 
coast defenses of the United States is hard at work pre- 
paring its report. The various sub-committees have com- 
pleted their investigations and have had several meetings 
recently with a view to preparing their individual reports 
for the Secretary of War. It is expected that the main 
report of the board wili be sent to the President and by 
him to the Congress within a few weeks. 
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The Military Information Division of the General Staff 
is republishing the Army Regulations of 1904 with an ap- 
pendix consisting of the General Orders of the War De 
partment, promulgated in 1905, amending the Regula- 
tions. This republication will be called the Army Regu- 
lations, Edition of 1905. No-changes will be made in the 
main text of the Regulations.

The committee of the Faithful from Conquero Cotta re- 
ported as follows to the tribe regarding the demise of 
Datto Ali: 

Whereas? it has come to the notice of Conquero Cotta 
that our esteemed contemporary and Kristian friend, 
Datto Ali, has met an untimely end at the hands of 
the Frank warrior McCoy; and, whereas, his mestizo 
father-in-law, Piang, still lives and collects the war, tax; 
and, whereas, the rotund and bellaic Djimbangon sur- 
vives, and thereby falls heir to the custody of the various 
widows and orphans of the deceased; and, whereas, we 
fugitives have escaped to America with our lives and 
fortunes; and, whereas, only cable reports of the disaster 
have reached us from the Cottobato Valley: 

Be it, therefore, Resolved, That Ali was the noblest 
Moro of them all; second, that he loved his liberties not 
wisely but too well; third, that a suitable stone be set 
up over Piang’s grave as soon as practicable, relating 
these facts. 

Fourth, that a copy of these proceedings be sent to 

Sheriff Devore, now sojourning in the midst of a warlike 
people: likewise unto Datto R. Lantaka Bullard, erst of 
Lanao District. 
’ Fifth, that all brasses and household furniture of the 
deceased be turned over to our Pandita for safe keeping 
and possible future equitable distribution among the other 
Moros of this Branch of the Military Order of Moro 
Campaigns. 

Sixth, that a wooden Kris of the pattern worn by the 
deceased be made, suitably inscribed, and presented to 
Datto Rhinelander Waldo, in token of his valiant defense 
of the Rio Grande frontier at Piket. 

Seventh, that Sword-bearer Howland, our warrior poet, 
be requested to write, if he can, a brief “In memoriam,” 
admitting of dramatization. 

Eighth, that all Krag-Jorgenson rifles found in posses- 
sion of the deceased be turned over to the 17th, 22d and 
°3d Infantry; similarly all carbines and revolvers to 
the 14th and 15th Cavalry. 

Ninth, that some article of the deceased Ali, suitable 
for a souvenir, be turned over as a consolation prize to 
each captain of the respective Provisional Companies who 
sought Ali so diligently yet found him not. 

Tenth, that Datto Rajahmuda Young and Hadji Pang- 
lima Lewis be notified by wire. 

Eleventh, that in token of sorrow, the tribe forego the 
use of the Betel Nut for the period of four years and 
that Umbrella Bearer Saxton be directed to take the 
State Vinta from the tribal waters for a period of eight 
months. 

Done at the tribal Nipa Shack this 16th day of 27th day 
of Shabaar, 1323. 

After preliminary discourse, Datto Reade, presented for 
inspection an English translation of the Alkoran of Mo- 
hammed, commonly called the Koran. Also retained regi- 
mental returns, 23d Infantry, May to December, 1899, show- 
ing movements of organizations and the participation 
had by certain officers of that regiment in the Jolo expedi- 
tion, May, 1899, and subsequently. 

Refreshments were served until the Faithful were no 
longer hungry or athirst. Reference being had to Article 
VIII. of the Constitution, it was determined that, as yet, 
this local branch did not need any by-laws, but does 
heartily agree with Herbert Spencer's Gospel of Relaxa- 
tion vs. The Gospel of Work—at times.

GENERAL BINGHAM’S CHARACTER. 

In a speech in New York Rev. Charles H. Parkhurst 
said: “The Society for the Prevention of Crime has just 
issued a bulletin calling attention to seventeen ways in 
which the police connive at violations of law to-day.

In a letter addressed to the Hartford Times of Jan.

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MEDAL FOR CAPTAIN CHURCH. 

In the presence of a distinguished gathering, including 
the Secretary of War. Lieut. Gen. Adna R. Chaffee, 
Chief of Staff, U.S.A., and the heads of all the staff 
departments of the Army, President Roosevelt on Jan. 10 
presented the Medal of Honor to Capt. James R. Church, 
Med. Dept., U.S.A., former assistant surgeon in the 
Ist U.S. Volunteer Cavalry—Rough Riders—for™ dis- 
tinguished gallantry in action at Las Guasimas, Cuba, 
June 24, 1898. 'The President, in presenting the medal, 
said: 

Captain Church: There is no distinction which confers 
greater honor upon any American in military or civil 
life than this—the one honor coveted above all others 
by every man in the military service of the United States. 
It was my good fortune as colonel of the regiment in 
which you served to be an eye-witness to your gallantry 
and to bear testimony to it by letter to the proper au- 
thorities, stating the reasons why I deemed that you 
were entitled to this medal of honor. I wish to state, 
Mr. Secretary, that the letters I wrote were written before 
I was President. Since I was President I have held 
no communication whatsoever with the military authori- 
ties on the subject. Captain Church, there could be no 
greater pleasure than that I now experience in handing 
to my old comrade and friend this medal of honor. 

After congratulating Captain Church and Mrs. Church, 
who accompanied him, the President, turning to the 
members of the legislative committee of the American 
Medical Association, who had witnessed the presenta- 
tion, addressed them as follows: 

Gentlemen: I want to say just a word of greeting to 
you and to ask your influence on behalf ot the Medical 
Corps, not only of the Army, but of the Navy. There 
is not a more exacting profession; there is not a pro- 
fession which makes greater demand upon those following 
it and which more entitles them to the gratitude of 
mankind than is the profession which is yours. The 
Army surgeon has to combine the work of your profes- 
sion with the work of the military men of the line. 
In saying that I want to call your attention to two specific 
things—one thing that is now being done by men of your 
profession and one need of men of your profession. 

First, the thing that is being done. All the United 
States is the debtor to the medical men who have ac- 
complished such remarkable work on the Isthmus of 
Panama. You hear very loose talk about making the 
dirt fly in Panama. Before making the dirt fly it was 
necessary to get the microbes under, it was necessary to 
grapple with the mosquitoes, necessary to eradicate dis- 
ease. That has been done to perfection. We have had 
the foundation laid for that wonderful piece of con- 
stru¢tive engineering work, to dig the giant canal. Too 
much praise cannot be given to those who have done this 
work in Panama. 

So much for tribute to your compeers. Now as to the 
need of your compeers. You recollect the complaint 
made about hygienic conditions during the war with Spain. 
Complaint was mede that the troops were not property 
treated, etc. The blame rested not on any man then in 
oftice, but upon our people as a whole, who had declined 
through their representatives to make provision long in 
advance for meeting such a need. If we had a war break 
out to-morrow and had to raise any large army there 
would be an immediate breakdown in the medical de- 
partment simply because at present our medical corps 
is numerically only fit to take care of about forty per 
cent. of the Regular Army as it is now. The Medical 
Corps is not numerically fit to grapple with a campaign 
in which our whole Army as it is, the little Army as it is, 
should be employed. And, of course, if we had to mobilize 
an army of volunteers we would under present conditions 
have to count upon widespread disaster through the short- 
comings in the medical and sanitary and hygienic ar- 
rangements rendered inevitable by our present lack of 
preparation. 

The Japanese have given us a good lesson in this, as 
in many other particulars, by the way they handled their 
army in the recent war. One of the reasons why their 
medical department did well—the main reason—was the 
fact that they had an ample supply of doctors who had 
been practised in time of peace in doing the duties they 
would have to do in war. And until we have provision 
for an ample corps of doctors in the Army, so that they 
can be practised in time of peace, we will not have 
prepared as we ought to prepare for the possibilities of 
war. Until we thus prepare we can make up our minds 
that we are ourselves responsible for any disaster that 
oecurs to any army that the United States may raise in 
the future, not the man who may be at the head of the 
Army at the time. 

The tendency is to attack the man in office at the 
time. That is utterly unjust, and the people themselves 
and the representatives of the people in public life who 
have failed to provide the necessary means in advance, 
they are responsible when disaster comes. That applies 
to the Medical Department, and it applies to every other 
branch of the military establishment just as much. 

As noted in these columns Dee. 23, the Assistant 
Secretary of War, in an official letter, explains the award 
te Captain Church in the following language: “On this 
occasion Captain Church, who was then serving as as- 
sistant surgeon, Ist U.S. Vol. Cav., in addition to per- 
forming carefully the duties appertaining to that posi- 
tion, voluntarily and unaided carried several seriously 
wounded men from the firing line to a secure position in 
the rear, in each instance being subjected to a very 
heavy fire and exposed to danger.”

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RECENT DEATHS. 

Major Eugene E. McLean, engineer of the Department 
of Finance, of New York, who spent almost half a cen- 
tury in the service of the city, died Jan. 5 at his home, 
No. 358 West Fifty-seventh street. He was a graduate 
of the U.S.M.A., class of 1842, receiving the commission 
of brevet second lieutenant, and was assigned to the 2d 
Infantry and took part in the Mexican War. He was 


promoted first lieutenant June 10, 1850: captain and 
A.Q.M. Aug. 29, 1855, and resigned from the Army April 
25, 1861. He entered the Confederate service and served 
as captain and A.Q.M. to 1865. He married Miss Mar- 
garet Sumner, a daughter of the late Gen. E. V. Sumner, 
U.S.A. His wife died about eight months ago and Major 
McLean's death was indirectly due to the consequent 
shock and injuries he received six weeks ago, when he 
was jostled in a crowd and fell to the sidewalk. 

Of the thousands of naval officers who have been at 
the Boston Navy Yard during the last fifty years few 
will learn without deep regret of the death at that station 
of the genial John W. Hudson, chief clerk to the com- 
mandant, briefly noted in our last issue.

Colonel O’Reilly was born in Ireland and 
enlisted in Company G of the 13th Regiment of New Jer- 
sey Volunteers in August, 1862. While guarding a man- 
sion several miles from his camp in the South he was 
taken prisoner and narrowly escaped a spy’s fate at the 
hands of General Mosby’s men. He was transferred to 
the Veteran Rescue Corps July 1, 1863, and was honor- 
able discharged Aug. 17, 1864. He was appointed cap- 
tain of the 116th U.S. Colored Infantry Aug. 18, 1864; 
was promoted major July 6, 1865, and received the brev- 
ets of lieutenant colonel and colonel of Volunteers March 
13. 1865, for gallant and meritorious services during the 
war, and was honorably mustered out Jan. 17, 1867. He 
was appointed a second lieutenant in the 22d U.S. Infan- 
try March % “°%*?- He was the commanding officer of 
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a time Lieutenant O'Reilly was stationed at Fort Ran- 
dall, in South Dakota, and while there was under the 
command of Col. E. A. Otis, afterward general. While 
there O’Reilly became involved with his superior over 
accusations which had been made against him by Generai 
Otis. He was charged with insubordination, court-mar- 
tialled and dismissed July 24, 1872. From that time 
until March 22, 1901, he strove to have his good name 
restored, and through the efforts of Representative 
Wayne Parker a bill was passed appointing O’Reilly a 
second lieutenant on the retired list of the Army.

(This he told 
me himself.) After it had been endured for two hours 
the pain became intolerable and waking from a sort of 
doze, he hastily tore the application from the flesh, into 
which it had eaten so deeply that even a vein was rup- 
tured and destroyed. The blood which ought te have 
found a passage in its natural channel, had now to seek 
a new course and an incurable weakness was the conse- 
quence.” It is to this that the irritability of Bismarck, 
who was naturally a man of robust frame, is ascribed. 

Speaking of the assignment of Capt. Edward B. Barry, 
U.S.N., to the battleship Kentucky, the Brooklyn Eagle 
of Jan. 6 pays him the following kindly tribute: “Capt. 
E. B. Barry, until recently the head of the Labor Board 
in the yard and now the captain of the Kentucky, has 
proved himself to be one of the most genial, approach- 
able, courteous and obliging officers that have ever worn 
the uniform in the yard.

The pric« 
of purchase will consist of the travel allowances due 01 
discharge, which will be retained by the United State: 
in all cases, and in addition thereto the following: After 
1 year’s service, $120; 2 years’, $100; 3 years’, $90; 4 years’. 
$85; 5 years’, $80; 6 years’, $65; 7 years’, $60; 8 years’, $55. 
9 years’, $40; 10 years’, $35; 11 years’, $30. Service in the 
regular Army only will be considered, and such servic: 
is not required to be continuous in determining the pur- 
chase price of discharge. Applications from the following 
sources for discharge under this order will be forwarded 
through military channels to the Military Secretary o1 
the Army: Enlisted men of the several staff departments, 
enlisted men on recruiting duty, unassigned recruits. Ap 
plications for discharge under this paragraph will be for 
warded through military channels, with the required 
proof to the Military Secretary of the Army.

In order to secure uniformity in computing the abate- 
ment of terms of confinement allowed general prisoners 
by Par. 949, A.R., as amended by G.O. 170, W.D. Oct. 15, 
1905, the following method of computation will be used 
at all places, other than peniténtiaries, where general 
prisoners are serving sentences of confinement: 

The prisoner will be credited at the beginning of his 
confinement with all of the good conduct time that can 
be earned in his case, at the rates established by the 
regulation, during the entire term of his sentence. For 
the purpose of computing credits and forfeitures under 
the provisions of this order all months will be assumed 
to consist of thirty days. When forfeitures. of ._good- 
conduct time are imposed they will be deducted from the 
amount of the prisoner’s credit, but care will be taken 
not to impose or deduct a forfeiture in excess of the 
amount of good-conduct time that the prisoner has 
actually earned at date of forfeiture. 

The credits of general prisoners now serving sentences 
and the dates of their release from confinement will be 
computed in accordance with the foregoing. 

In this connection attention is directed to Pars. 346, 
347, 348 and 349, Manual of Guard Duty. Except as pro- 
vided in Pars. 347, 348, and 349, where the loss of good- 
conduct time is the penalty prescribed or authorized for 
specific offenses, the other minor penalties named in 
Par. 346 should ordinarily be inflicted before resort is 
had to the loss of good-conduct time.

COURT-MARTIAL OF CAPT. R. W. ROSE, U.S.A. 


G.O. 67, DEC. 28, 19%, DEPT. OF CALIFORNIA. 

This order publishes the proceedings of the G.C.M., at 
the Presidio of San Francisco, Cal., of which Lieut. Col. 
Robert H. Patterson, Art. Corps, was president, and 
Capt. John S. Switzer, 4th Inf., was judge advocate, for 
the trial of Capt. Robert W. Rose, 21st Infantry. 

Captain Rose was tried on two charges, viz: Conduct 
to the prejudice of good order and military discipline, and 
conduct unbecoming an officer and gentleman. There 
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ee 
were seven specifications under the first charge, and five 
under the second. y 

He was found guilty of conduct to the prejudice of 
good order and military discipline, and also guilty of the 
specifications of the first charge, which alleged that he 
was absent without leave from the general hospital, San 
Francisco, from about noon, Sept. 13, until 11:30 a.m., 
Sept. 15, and for about twenty minutes on Oct. 5, 1905, 
but the court attached no criminality thereto. 

The Captain was. also found guilty of sending the foi- 
lowing communications, which were under the specifica- 
tions of the first charge, and were alleged to be insubor- 
dinate, subversive of military discipline and disrespectful. 
The court found the first and third communications under 
the specifications, subversive of military discipline, and 
ihe second disrespectful. 

“General Hospital, Presidio, Cal., Oct. 6, 1906. 
“The Military Secretary, Dept. Cal., San Francisco, Cal., 
“(Bhrough military channels), 

“Sir: . have the honor to request that I be relieved 
from confinement in the Gen. Hosp. at this: place, or if 
any offense has been alleged against me, that I be pro- 
ceeded against in a lawful and dignified manner. The 
treatment I am receiving here is not only unusual and 
unmilitary, but it is cruel and unnecessary, as I am not 
sick. My applications to the surgeon in command have 
been refused without explanation. My health is being 
impaired by the confinement and torture. My appetite 
has failed and I am losing weight. If I cannot secure re- 
lief from the military authorities, I must perforce ap- 
peal to the civil, as my health demands it. 

“Very respectfully,

‘3d Endorsement. Gen. Hosp., Presidio, Cal., Oct. 7, 1905. 

“Respectfully returned to the executive officer, Gen. 
Hosp. Captain and Asst. Surgeon Rutherford has given 
me no orders regarding my movements whatsoever, his 
words to me were, ‘The commanding officer directs that 
vou are not to have a pass.’ Nothing has been said to 
me by anyone with reference to the limits of my prison. 
his is entirely a novel situation, as it is my first term 
of confinement under the Medical Dept. Nor is there any- 
thing in the military service analogous thereto. It is not 
an arrest, therefore it must be something new. Amagng 
military men confinements are always for cause stated, 
and when not locked up or placed under guard, the 
limits of the restraint are invariably set forth, having 
consideration for the health and comfort of the person 
confined. Here all precedent fails as a guide, as the 
Medical Dept. in control seems to be a law unto itself. 
And while I consider my confinement contrary to law 
and reason, and I know it is injuring my health; if the 
commanding officer will prescribe the limits of my con- 
finement, I will endeavor to remain within them.

Senator Gallinger. addressed the Senate January 8 in 
support of the shipping bill prepared by the Merchant 
Marine Commission, and in the course of his remarks 
dwelt earnestly upon the importance of the measure to 
naval interests. In its present form the bill proposes 
appropriations amounting to $2,665,000 per annum, to 
be distributed as mail subventions among the ten steam- 
ship lines, three on the Atlantie, four on the Gulf of 
Mexico, and three on the Pacific. The results to be ex- 
pected from the operation of this measure Senator Gal- 
linger summarizes as follows: 1. A force of 10,000 naval 
volunteers trained to the naval service. 2. A new fleet 
of from 200,000 to 300,000 tons of steel mail steamships, 
supply ships, auxiliaries, etc., in case of war. A new 
addition of 1,500,000 tons of carge vessels, increasing 
fourfold the actual ocean shipping of the United States, 
4. The creation of ten new and strengthened American 
steamship lines to South America, Central America, 


Africa and Asia, supplemented by a large and active fleet 
of ‘tramp’ or cargo vessels, opening new markets and 
giving increased trade and employment for the whole 
American people impossible to set down to specific figures, 
but fiftyfold or a hundredfold the entire cost of the na- 
tional subventions. The coastwise, lake and river ship- 
ping of the United States, which is protected by -Federal 
statute, has a gross tonnage of 5,500,000 tons, and is the 
most prosperous in the world, but our entire merchant 
fleet registered for foreign commerce amounts to only a 
paltry 888,000 tons. The money paid out for trans- 
porting American exports and imports amounts to $200,- 
000,000 a year, and nine-tenths of the whole sum goes to 
foreign ship-owners. So insignificant is our merchant 
marine on the high seas that the entire fleet could not 
provide transport for 100,000 troops together with their 
field equipment and supplies to last for a month. Even 
Japan has outstripped us in the ocean carrying trade, 
and her merchant marine has a tonnage of more than 
1,000,000 tons. The Japanese government pays a bounty 
ranging from five dollars to twelve dollars a ton on all 
ships built in home yards, and in addition all Japanese 
steamers of native or foreign origin and owned exclu- 
sively by Japanese subjects receive a maintenance bounty 
ranging from twelve cents to thirty cents per ton for 
every 1,000 miles sailed in foreign trade. The result of 
this fostering policy is that the Japanese merchant ma- 
rine has increased from 24,000 tons in 1872 to 151,000 
tons in 1890, to 312,000 tons in 1895, and to upwards of 
1,000,000 tons in 1905. But that is only one-half of the 
story. The other half is that along with her growth in 
ocean commerce Japan has developed into a great naval 
power, capable of building and arming the largest battle- 
ships and cruisers and able to man them with efficient 
erews of trained men drawn from her merchant fleet. 
Japan’s merchant marine and her navy have advanced 
along parallel lines, and each is dependent upon and 
auxiliary to the other. In this experience lies Japan’s 
supreme lesson for us. Whether we are intellectually 
big enough to profit by it remains to be seen, but we 
may rest assured that our rivals in the struggle for 
commercial dominion wil) rejoice to see us reject it.

DEMOCRACY AND OUR ARMY. 


In his Seaman Prize Essay on “Democracy and Our 
Army” Lieut. Col. James S. Pettit, 8th U.S. Inf., has, 
probably without meaning to do so, touched the critical 
portion of the American public on an exceedingly sensi- 
tive spot. He has been audacious enough to assert that 
a democracy based on the will of. millions of people ex- 
pressed through devious channels is inherently weaker 
and less efficient in the conduct of military affairs than 
monarchy headed by a wise and powerful chief. He hold«, 
moreover, that a monarchy, being more permanent, ca) 
more readily establish a fixed military policy so necessary 
in building up an army, and that a consistent, definite 
policy, even though it contains some defects, is wort’: 
more than one which is constantly changing. For thes 
and other views projected along similar lines, Colone| 
Pettit’s essay has brought upon him a vast amount of 
ill-considered criticism from. various newspapers, some of 
which are quite convinced that he is imbued with th: 
spirit of imperialism and >f hostility to our free insti 
tutions. 

One has but to read Colonel Pettit’s valuable essay 
carefully, however, to realize that the critics have alto- 
gether mistaken the author’s purpose and misunderstood 
his meaning. His real intent is not to point the inhereni 
defects in our complex Governmental organization for 
the cheap pleasure of sneering at them, as certain writers 
pretend to believe, but to suggest how, even in spite of 
them, our military system may be raised to a higher leve! 
of efficiency and stability than it has occupied hitherto. 
In pursuance of that intention he calls attention to the 
factors and tendencies which under a government like 
ours, make it difficult to develop the military spirit in- 
dispensable to the maintenance of an Army which shall 
be national»in the true sense of the term. The division 
of authority in military matters between the Federal gov- 
ernment on one hand and the State governments on the 
other; the use of political influence to secure appoint- 
ments to the Army in ‘time of emergency ; the custom un- 
der which the office of Secretary of War is usually as- 
signed to a civilian without military training or experi- 
ence, and the complacent national belief that, being a 
righteous nation devoted to peace, the Lord will take care 
of us against every peril—these elements all combine to 
discourage true military development. We are ruled by 
an arbitrary and irresponsible popular opinion which, 
through a certain sublimated optimism which is at once 
benevolent and baleful, treats military service as incon- 
sequential and renders it well-nigh impossible to maintain 
that rigorous discipline which is indispensable to an ef- 
fective army. ‘A government with these characteris- 
tics,” says Colonel Pettit, and none will deny the state- 
ment, “cannot maintain an organization or discipline 
comparable to that of little Japan.” 

We have yet to learn, though we never may, that popu- 
lar sentiment alone cannot be depended upon to draw 
men of the desired quality into the Army—Washington 
discovered that “there must be some other stimulus be- 
sides love of their country to make men fond of the Ser- 
vice.” How, then, can we utilize our particular democ 
racy in the organization and discipline of our armies? It 
is to this important: question that Colonel Pettit ad- 
dresses himself and he discusses it with a degree of ear- 
nestness, patriotism and sound judgment that will com- 
mand the unqualified approval of every student of our 
military problems. He considers compulsory service to 
be out of the question, just and valuable as it would un- 
doubtediy be, and a careful survey of our military his- 
tory, our persistent refusal to profit by the teachings of 
experience and the indifference of Congress and of the 
States to the vital need of preparedness, all lead him to 
the belief that we shall witness no substantial increase 
in the Regular Army “until a public sentiment is created 
for it through some disaster to our country.” 

Colonel Pettit proposes a scheme, however, which, if 
applied, would give us a substantial and permanent basis 
of military defense. He would fix the minimum strength 
of the Army at 75,000 men to be organized on the ex- 
pansion principle, fifty regiments of Infantry of six hun- 
dred men each, fifty men to the company, so that each 
regiment could easily be enlarged to one thousand eight 
hundred men. Leaving out the eight Philippine regi- 
ments we should then have 75,000 infantry at once. The 
Cavalry, in its present authorized strength, should be kept 
on a war footing. The Field Artillery should be at least 
one hundred batteries of four guns and 125 men each. In 
addition there should be one hundred extra batteries in 
the militia of the various States and five hundred guns in 
the depots as a last reserve. 

Colonel Pettit is not impressed by the great demands 
of the Coast: Artillery, events at Santiago and Port Ar- 
thur having convinced him that ships have a wholesome 
dread of fortifications. Twelve thousand men for the 
Heavy Artillery in time of peace, to be expanded into 
30,000 in time of war would, in his opinion, be ample for 
the first line and give us plenty of time to get out a larger 
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number. The organization thus outlined would leave 
5,500 men distributed among the staff corps, engineers, 
ordnance, signal and hospital corps. ‘They could be ex- 
panded at pleasure. We should have but little trouble 
then in raising 75,000 Infantry, 15,000 Cavalry, 12,500 
Field Artillery, 30,000 Coast Artillery, 12,000 Staff 
Corps, or about 150,000 men. 

To insure rapid expansion in time of need, however, 
there should be a Regular Army reserve consisting of dis- 
charged soldiers of good character, who, in return for 
certain pay, and in fear of serious punishment for failure, 
will agree to return to the colors in time of war. We 
now discharge annually about twenty thousand men. 
“Considering fifteen thousand of these to be of good char- 
acter,’ says Colonel Pettit, ‘‘we should have at least 
70,000 men fit for service at the end of the first eight 
years after the act goes into effect, and each five years 
thereafter, Five years will be long enough for the con- 
tract to run, and five dollars per month enough to pay 
after discharge from serving with the colors, or $4,200,000 
for 70,000 reserved men. If we subtract from that the 
expense of raising 70,000 volunteers and the difference in 
pensions, we will find that we are paying very little for 
that number of trained and experienced men.” 

The second line must consist of the organized militia 
and its reserve, and in view of the recent discussion of 
this subject in the columns of the ARMY AND Navy JouR- 
NAL, Colonel Pettit’s project is of special interest. ‘We 
have at present,” he remarks, “115,000 organized militia 
of varying degrees of efficiency. If the States and the 
United States would be more liberal in their appropria- 
tions so as to pay all of the expenses of the officers and 
men and give them more pay for time actually on duty 
there would be no difficulty in organizing 200,000 ‘well- 
regulated militia’ on an exvansion scheme, which would 
increase it to 300,000 in time of war. Small companies 
are the rule. They could easily be increased one-half, 
and in most cases could be doubled. The creation of the 
necessary reserves in the organized militia must be left 
to the States. The best method will be to induce the 
men after having served one enlistment in the militia to 
pass to the reserve list in return for certain exemptions, 
such as relief from jury duty, poll and road taxes, and to 
pay them a fixed amount for each drill and target-practice 
they attend. Each company should keep its own reserve 
list, and should aim to keep the sum of its active and 
reserve strengths equal to the war strength. Wach re- 
serve man should retain his clothing and equipments, to 
be kept in the company armory. As the militia companies 
have, as a rule, special social and fraternal associations 


the reserve men would probably be glad to retain official . 


connection with them. The spirit of comradeship is 
strong in our people and thousands of our young men 
have volunteered for this reason. ‘The cost would be 
$75,000,000 for the Regular Army, $4,200,000 for the 
Reserve, $10,000,000 for the organized Militia, or $89,- 
200,000 in all.’’ 

Colonel Pettit’s project deserves careful study. It is 
broad, evenly-balanced and organized in a spirit of fair- 
ness to all interests. One of its most striking features is 
that it proposes a plan of militia reorganization along 
lines which involve no infraction of the rights so jealous- 
ly claimed by the States with regard to their citizen sol- 
diery, thus avoiding a difficulty which has almost invari- 
ably confronted other movements having the same general 
object in view. For that reason alone it deserves the 
serious attention of the authorities concerned in militia 
interests, 
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TROOPS FOR THE PHILIPPINES. 


Announcement was made at the War Department this 
week that Major Gen. John F. Weston, at present in 
command of the Northern Division with headquarters at 
St. Louis, Mo., has been ordered to the Philippiné Isl- 
ands to command the Department of Luzon. By direc- 
tion of the President, and as soon as these additional 
troops arrive in the Philippines, two brigades will be 
formed in Luzon, one to be stationed at Camp McKinley 
and the other at Camp Stotsenburg, for maneuvers as 
brigades and with a view to their possible utilization in 
connection with any movement which may be made 
against China. One of these brigades will be commanded 
by Brig. Gen. Tasker H. Bliss and the other will be com- 





manded by Brig. Gen. Frederick Funston, who is to be_ 


relieved from the command of the Department of Califor- 
nia and ordered to the Philippines. Both of the brigades 
will, of course, be under the command of General Weston. 
The commander of the Division of the Philippines will 
be Major Gen. Leonard Wood. 

Major General Weston will sail from San Francisco 
for the Philippines on Feb. 1 and Major Gen. Henry C. 
Corbin will sail from Manila for San Francisco on the 
same day. When General Corbin reaches the United 
States he will immediately assume command of the 
Northern Division, where he is slated to remain until his 
statutory retirement next September. After the retire- 
ment of General Bates on April 14 next General Corbin 
will be promoted to the rank of lieutenant general, but 
he will still retain command of the Northern Division. 
During the interim, after the departure of General Wes- 
ton from St. Louis and until the arrival of General Cor- 
bin there, the Northern Division will be commanded by 
Brig. Gen. Theodore J. Wint, who is at present in com- 
mand of the Department of the Missouri. 

It has been officially admitted at the War Department 
that the Ist and 2d Regiments of Infantry and the 8th 
and 18th Batteries of Artillery are ordered to the Phil- 
ippine Islands with a view to their possible use in China, 
owing to alarmist reports from that country received by 


the State Department and also by the Navy Deparment, 
indicating that the anti-foreign feeling is gaining strength 
and predicting that the time is not far distant when the 
nations will once more be called upon to send armies into 
China to protect their interests. The Chinese question 
was taken under consideration by the General Staff of 
the Army in the early part of the fall and a recommenda- 
tion was made, which has been acted upon, that addition- 
al troops be sent to the Philippine Islands this winter so 
that the United States may be prepared to meet any 
emergency which might arise. 

Lieut. Gen. Adna R. Chaffee, Chief of Staff, has char- 
acterized as ridiculous the report that it was the inten- 
tion of the War Department to send to the Philippines 
troops in addition to those recently ordered there. He 
says that there is absolutely no truth in the rumor. P 

The Secretary of War recently directed that the sys- 
tem of changing stations of troops so as to effect an econ- 
omy in transportation be investigated by the General 
Staff. The scheme at present in effect is to send to the 
Philippine Islands for a two-year tour the regiment long- 
est home from such service, and to give the returning 
regiment, if practicable, a new station from that which 
it last occupied. As this results in a change of station 
about every four years, and as the change of troops in 
the Philippine Islands about every two years is deemed 
necessary for efficient service, it was concluded by the 
General Staff, after a careful consideration of the ques- 
tion, that no change in the present scheme is practicable 
which will result in more economy in transportation ex- 
penses.

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BRITISH HEAVY GUN PRACTICE. 


An analysis of the Parliamentary return of gun firing 
in the fleet shows that more than fifty men have accom- 
plished the feat of making eight hits in eight rounds fired 
in one minute, which was considered so remarkable when 
it was made by one man two years ago. The target in 
use in 1905 is half the size of that used in 1904, viz., 300 
square feet to 600. The average number of points per 
man in 1904 was 43.22, while this year it has risen to 
68.26. This is due to the splendid firing made by the 
leading ships in each squadron. 

The difference between the best and the worst firing 
is very striking. The Exmouth had a score of 127.78, 
but the last ship, a gunboat, did not score a single hit. 
Among the battleships the London, which has been but a 
short time in commission, had the lowest score, 44.27. 
But the Albion is not much better, with 44.5 points, while 
the Implacable is but slightly better, with 45.05. There 
are forty-two ships which have made scores of and above 
the average number of 68 points and 58 which were be- 
low that number, the total of ships competing being ex- 
actly 100. Of other ships which have made very poor 
scores may be mentioned the Cornwall, with 438.05 points; 
the Essex, with 41.51 points; the Bonaventure (which 
made no hits with her 6-inch quick-firers, with 27.22 
points; the Donegal, with 43.05; and finally the Scylla, 
with no hits to her 6-inch quickfirers, and only 41.58 
points. 

In 12-inch gun firing the Bulwark made 124.87 points, 
the London 14, the Prince of Wales 7. the King Edward 
VII. 22, the Magnificent 7, the Glory 22, and the Albion 
7. With the 6-inch guns the Exmouth with her quick- 
firers at the top made 1386 points and the Scylla, with 
her new sights, nothing. In 1901 there were 2,682 more 
misses than hits, in 1904 there were 1,916 more misses 
than hits, in 1905, 1,000 more hits than misses. In the 
squadrons the Atlantic (formerly the Channel) maintains 
its position at the top of the list; the Mediterranean, 
which was second in 1904, has dropped to fifth place; 
the Home Fleet has gone up from the tenth to the third 
place. 'The Exmouth maintains her position at the head 
of the ships in the Channel Fleet with a greatly improved 
score, an average of 7.4 hits per minute. The Bulwark, 
in the Mediterranean, which was fourth last year, has 
now come out at the top, and with her 12-inch guns shows 
17 hits out of 23 rounds; the Leviathan, last year eighth 
in the China squadron, with 46.38 points, now at the 
top of the Third Cruiser Squadron, with 105.38 points; 
and the Monmouth, last year bottom of the Cruiser 
Squadron with 20.64 points, now at the top of the First 
Cruiser Squadron with 81.49 points; the Albion, which 
was at the top of the China Squadron in 1904, has this 
year dropped nearly to the bottom, the only ship below 
her being the Bonaventure. The Parliamentary return 
would be much more satisfactory if it reported the state 
of the wind and the weather at the time of firing, though 
it is to be presumed that they were favorable. 
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No decision has yet been reached by the President or 
the Secretary of War with regard to the selection of a 
general officer of the Army to succeed General Bates on 
April 14, 1906, as Chief of Staff of the Army. While the 
consensus of opinion in official and military circles would 
indicate that either Brig. Gen. J. Franklin Bell or Brig. 
Gen, William Crozier, Chief of Ordnance, will be select- 
ed to be Chief of Staff on the retirement of General 
Bates, there is no authority for the statement that either 
the President or the Secretary of War has as yet made 
up his mind to select one of these officers. The order 
sending Major Gen. John IF’. Weston to the Philippines 
eliminates him from the list of candidates or probable ap- 
pointees. It is pretty well understood that one of the 
younger brigadier generals will be selected, but even this 
cannot yet be stated with any degree of certainty. As a 
matter of fact, the whole thing is still in the air and no 
decision is likely to be reached for a week or two. Who- 


ever is selected, it must be remembered, will not have to 
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be nominated to the Senate unless he is, at the same 
time, promoted to the grade next higher to that now held 
by him. No action has yet been taken by the Senate Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs on the nominations of Brig. 
Gen. George B. Davis to be Judge Advocate General of the 
Army for a second term of four years and Brig. Gen. Wil- 
liam Crozier, to be Chief of Ordnance of the Army for an- 
other term of four years. There is very little question, 
of course, that these nominations will eventually be re- 
ported. The trouble seems to be that one of the leading 
members of the Senate Committee on Military Affairs 
labors under a misapprehension with regard to the de- 
tail of officers holding permanent commissions in a staff 
department to be chief of that department, believing that 
after an officer has served a tour of four years’ duty as 
chief of his staff corps or department, under the law 
he must return to the line of the Army for service. Of 
course, this is not true. 
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Many officials of the Navy Department fear the effects 
of the present courts-martial of midshipmen at the Naval 
Academy and the coming Congressional investigation, 
which will probably involve the visit of a Congressional 
committee to Annapolis. It is feared that the midshipman 
organization will be thrown into confusion by the agita- 
tion. A midshipman has already been sentenced to dismis- 
sal and a number of others are about to be tried. There .are 
many who may be taken before the court, and the condi- 
tions which are thus produced are by no means conducive 
to efficiency in class work. The resulting demoralization 
may cause the failure of a number of the young mer at 
the Naval Academy. Navy officers properly object to the 
Congressional investigation. It is argued that the Naval 
Academy affairs are being justly administered, and that 
all the investigation necessary is now being made by the 
court-martial sitting at Annapolis. ‘The intrusion of 
Congress is considered not only as unnecessary, but may 
prove very harmful. The case of Midshipman Coffin, 
sentenced by a court-martial to dismissal from the Naval 
Academy on a charge of hazing, has reached the Navy 
Department and is awaiting the action of the Secretary 
of the Navy. The disposition of the case lies finally with 
Secretary Bonaparte. but he will only execute the sen- 
tence imposed by the court. According to the law gov- 
erning hazing Secretary Bonaparte’s only duty in the 
matter is to execute the sentence. He could not mitigate 
it under any circumstances, even if he should so desire. 
The Superintendent of the Naval Academy has full power 
to order courts-martial and he acts upon them, sending 
them to the Navy Department only for execution.

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With the arrival of the British cruiser squadron under 
Admiral Sir Gerard Henry Noel, consisting of the flag- 
ship Diadem and the first class cruisers Hogue and Sut- 
ley, at Manila, quite a round of social events have been 
planned. Rear Admiral Train, U.S.N., on Jan. 11 planned 
a dinner to Admiral Noel, the captains of the British fleet 
and civil and army officials on the flagship Ohio. A ball 
to follow the dinner was also on the program. The junior 
officers of the battleships will be entertained at a similar 
dinner in the ward room of the Ohio. On Friday night, 
Jan. 12, Acting Governor Ide will entertain the British 
and American officers at a dinner, and the officers of the 
American Marine Corps will dine the British marine 
officers. The chief petty officers of the American fleet 
will give a dinner to the British officers of the same rank 
at the Metropole Hotel, which both Admirals Train and 
Noel will attend, and the sailors of the American fleet 
will entertain the visiting sailors at.a minstrel show. On 
Friday afternoon Admiral Noel was to give a reception 
on the Diadem. On Saturday afternoon, Jan. 13, the 
British residents will entertain the officers at a garden 
party, and on Saturday night the Elks will give a dinner 
and ball, The British squadron will sail on Sunday, Jan. 
14. The American squadron, consisting of the battleships 
Ohio, Wisconsin and Oregon and the cruisers Cincinnati 
and Raleigh, is anchored off Manila.

President Roosevelt has appointed a board composed 
of medical officers of the Army and Navy “to consider 
improvements in the matter of first-aid dressings and the 
advisability of the adoption of a uniform equipment in 
the Medical Departments of the Army and the Navy.” 
The members of this board from the Army Medical De- 
partment are Col. Valery Havard, asst. surg. general, 
who was with the Russian army in the field as an ob- 
server ; Capt. Charles Lynch, asst. surg. and a member of 
the General Staff, who was with the Japanese army in 
the field, and Capt, Carl R. Darnall, asst. surg., who is 
in charge of the Field Medical Supply Department ‘in 
Washington. The President selected to represent: the 
Navy on this board Med. Dir. J. C. Wise, commanding 
the Naval Medical School in Washington; Surg. C. F. 
Stokes, professor of surgery at the Naval Academy 
School, and Surg. W. C. Braisted, who was with the Jap- 
anese fleet in i’. great battle in the Sea of Japan. It is 
stated at the Navy and War Departments that the main 
purpose in the appointment of this joint board is to take 
advantage of the observations of the United States mili- 
tary observers during the recent war between Russia and 
Japan, with a view to the adoption in the military Ser- 
vice of this country of improved methods in the first-aid 
dressings and in the treatment of men wounded in the 
field or during naval engagements.

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THE FIFTY-NINTH CONGRESS. 

Senators Scott and Blackburn have been appointed 
members of the Board of Visitors on the part of the 
Senate to attend the next annual examination of cadets 
at the Military Academy at West Point, N.Y. 

The Senate on Jan. 10 passed bills granting the follow- 
ing monthly pensions: $30 to the widow of Méd. Dir. 
George A. Bright, U.S.N.; $30 io the widow of Comsy. 
Sergt. John Pieper. U.S.A.; $100 to Russell A. McKin- 
ley, late of Troop C, 2d U.S. Cav.; $12 to the widow of 
Act. Asst. Surg. Abraham M. Cory, U.S.A.; $50 to the 
widow of Gilbert S. Carpenter, late lieutenant colonel, 
7th U.S. Inf., and brigadier general, U.S./ 

‘The Senate on Jan. 10 passed 8. 1234, which as amend- 
ed authorizes and directs the Secretary of War to appoint 
some competent person as commissioner, at a rate not to 
exceed $2,500 per year, to ascertain the location of Con- 
federate graves not heretofore located, and to compare 
those already marked with the registers in the cemeteries 
as preliminary to the work of marking the graves with 
suitable headstones. $200,000 is appropriated for the 
purposes of the bill, and it is specified that the work shall 
be completed within two years, at the end of which a re- 
port shall be made to Congress. 

Following precedent of a number of years, the Senate 
on Jan. 10 frowned on the Memorial Bridge bill, to con- 
nect the Mall Parkway of Washington with the Arlington 
National Cemetery, and the Government Post, Fort Myer, 
Va. The bridge is intended to commemorate the Civil 
War dead and typify the rejoining of the North and 
South. My. Daniel’s request for consideration of the 
bill was opposed by Mr. Allison, and this killed its pres- 
ent chances. <A lively fight later on is predicted by its 
supporters and developments as to the source of local 
opposition to the measure are promised. 

The Senate and House have received a communica- 
tion from the Secretary of State, requesting that per- 
mission be granted to Brig. Gen. Ww illiam Crozier, Chief 
of Ordnance, U.S.A., to aceept a decoration of com- 
mander of the Order of the Legion of Honor, and also 
to Capt. Daniel T. Moore, Art. Corps, U.S.A., to accept 
a decoration of chevalier of the Order of the Legion of 
Honor, conferred upon them by the French government. 
Later the Senate was requested by the Secretary of 
State to grant permission for the acceptance of the fol- 
lowing: Brig. Gen. Thomas H. Barry, U.S.A., decora- 
tion of the Order of St. Stanislaus of the first class; 
Col. John Vank. Hoff, Med. Dept., Lieut. Col. Walter 
S. Schuyler, Gen. Staff, and Major Montgomery M. 
Macomb, Gen. Staff, U.S.A., decoration of the Order of 
st. Anne of the second class; Capt. Carl Reichmann, 17th 
Inf., @nd Capt. Sydney Cloman, Gen. Staff, U.S.A., 
decoration of the Order of St. Stanislaus of the second 
class, conferred upon them by the Russian Government. 
Capt. T. Bentley Mott, Art. Corps, U.S.A., decoration 
of the Legion of Honor conferred by the president of the 
French Republic upon completion of Captain Mott’s 
tour of duty as military attaché to American embassy at 
Paris. Rear Admiral Charles D. Sigsbee, Capt. John 
M. Hawley, Comdr, Reginald F. Nicholson, Comdr, 
Alexander Sharp and Lieut. Comdr. Harry George, U. 
S. Navy, decoration of the Legion of Honor conferred 
by French government. Brig. Gen. J. F. Bell, -U.S.A., 
decoration of commander of the Order of the Legion of 
Honor. and Capt. Grote Hutcheson, Gen. Staff, U.S.A., 
decoration of a chevalier of the Order of the Legion 
of Honor, conferred by French government during recent 
maneuvers of the French army. 

Senator Crane, of Massachusetts, on Jan. 10 introduced 
by request a joint resolution requesting the President “to 
open negotiations with the other nations for the purpose 
of securing the neutralization of the Philippine Islands 
and the recognition of their independence whenever the 
same shall be granted to them by the United States.” 

The Secretary of War has forwarded to the Secretary 
of the Treasury for transmission to Congress an estimate 
of appropriation for $1,700 for enlarging target range, 
Madison Barracks, N.Y., by the acquisition of about 
seventy acres of land adjoining the present Stony Point 
small-arms range used by the garrison of Madison Bar- 
racks, Sacket Harbor, N.Y., required to make the target 
range more secure. 

The Senate has received from the Secretary of War 
an estimate of appropriation for enlargement of Fort 
Sill military reservation, 





Hearings have been begun by the House Committees 
on Military Affairs on the annual Appropriation bills 
for the Army and the Navy. Brigadier General Greely, 
Chief Signal Officer of the Army; Brigadier General 
Dodge, Paymaster General of the Army; Lieutenant Gen- 
eral Chaffee, Chief of Staff; Quartermaster General 
Iiumphrey and Commissary General Sharpe appeared be- 
fore the House Committee on Military Affairs this week 
and explained their estimates and discussed the needs of 
the Army as they saw them. The House Committee on 
Military Affairs will endeavor to report the Army Ap- 
propriation bill as soon as possible. Rear Admiral Con- 
verse, Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, and other offli- 
cials of the Navy Department appeared before the House 
Committee on Naval Affairs this week and were heard 
on the naval estimates and other subjects pertaining to 
naval legislation. 

On Jan. 11 the House Committee on Military Affairs 
gave a hearing to representatives of the American Med- 
ical Association in support of the bill now pending before 
Congress for the reorganization of the Medical Depart- 
ment of the Army. Dr. C. A. L. Reed, of Cincinnati; 
Prof. W. H. West, of Johns Hopkins University, and Dr. 
Cc. S. Bacon, of Chicago, addressed the committee and 
strongly urged the passage of the bill. It seems to be 
the consensus of opinion, both at the Capitol and at the 
War Department, that this bill, as well as the bill for 
the reorganization of the Ordnance Department of the 
Army, will pass Congress this session. The Medical bill 
was called up in the Senate on Jan. 10, but, owing to the 
temporary absence of Senator Warren, the chairman of 
the Senate Committee on Military Affairs, it went over 
without losing its place on the calendar. There has 
never been any question about the passage of this bill 
and the Ordnance bill by the Senate and there is now a 
strong feeling in the House Committee on Military Af- 
airs that both of these measures should be enacted into 
law this session. 

When Brig. Gen. 


Francis S. ie. Paymaster General 


of the Army, appeared ry the House Committee on 
Military Afiairs this week and was heard on the estimates 
for the Army, he made a strong plea for the increase by 


the Congress of the commutation of quarters for officers 
of the Army. This increase, as has repeatedly been stat- 
ed, gives an additional room to officers of each grade. 
General Dodge has worked hard and conscientiously to 
obtain this legislation from Congress and it is believed 
that it now has a fair show to be enacted into law before 
the end of this session. 

The House has passed H.R. 58, to prevent the unlaw- 


ful wearing of the badge or insignia of the Grand Army 
of the Republic or other soldier organizations. 

The Secretary of War has sent to the House a letter 
urging that the Army Appropriation Act of March 2, 
1905, be amended so as to permit the payment of mileage 
to retired Army officers traveling on business under 
directions of the War Department. On Aug. 18, 1905, 
the Comptroller of the Treasury rendered a decision that 
a retired brigadier general assigned to active duty in 
connecticn with the militia was not entitled to mileage, 
upon the ground that mileage is an allowance, and as such 
is specifically forbidden to retired officers above the grade 
of major, assigned to active duty. The Department, 
Secretary Taft states, regards this ruling as unwarranted, 
as payments of mileage are in the nature of a reimburse- 
ment of money expended from the pay of an officer. An 
allowance is a constantly recurring benefit, a part of the 
compensation of the officer. Mileage is not, being paid 
only where the officer has been put to expense in travel- 
ing under proper military orders. By this decision the 
Department has been deprived of the services of retired 
officers in making inspections required by the terms of 
the militia law, as they could not be equitably put to 
personal expense for travel. In some cases, however, 
officers have been put to the necessity of paying their 
own travel expenses, while in others the States have 
reimbursed the officer. It is not believed that it was the 
intention of Congress to discriminate against officers en- 
gaged upon the military business under competent orders. 

The Secretary of War has sent to the House, with his 
approval, a letter from the Quartermaster General of 
the Army, calling attention to the fact that the Army 
Appropriation Act of April 23, 1904, allows ten per 
cent. increase of pay to officers in the Philippines, Guam, 
Alaska, China and Panama, and requesting that Con- 
gress include Nagasaki, Japan, in said specified places. 
General Chaffee, in a letter approving the recommenda- 
tion, states that so long as the Philippine Islands are 
occupied it will probably be necessary to keep an officer 
of the Quartermaster’s Department on duty at Nagasaki, 
which is the port of call for all transports returning 
to the U.S. It was only recently that the omission of 
Nagasaki was brought to attention, and it occurred 
simply through oversight. ‘There being but one officer 
there and no troops, it was probably overlooked in fram- 
ing the law. 

The following have been received by the House: From 
the Seeretary of War. estimate of appropriations for re- 
lief of persons injured by the explosion at Frankfort 
Arsenal; estimate of appropriation for purchase of land 
at Cushings Island, Me.; estimate of appropriation for 
fortifications in the insular possessions. From the Sec- 
reta’y of the Navy, estimate of deficiency appropriation 
for temporary barracks. 

As a result of the accident to the battleships of the 
Atlantic Fleet in New York Harbor on Jan. 7, a bill was 
introduced in the House on Jan. 9 by Representative 
Acheson, of Pennsylvania, a member of the Rivers and 
Harbors Committee, making it obligatory for battleships 
and cruisers of the first and second classes to have pilots 
on board when entering or leaving a port. The bill pro- 
vides that the pilots shall receive the customary fees es- 
tablished by law, and imposes a fine of $500 on any cap- 
tain or commander failing to take a pilot under such 
circumstances,

PANAMA CANAL INVESTIGATION. 

There has been so much criticism of conditions in the 
Panama Canal Zone that President Roosevelt has_re- 
quested and the Senate has ordered a thorough investiga- 
tidn of the whole situation. This arrangement is the re- 
sult of a letter transmitted to the Senate on Jan. 8 by 
the President, in which he declares that the work on the 
Isthmus is being admirably done, that great progress has 
been made, especially during the last nine months, and 
that if the present high standard of efficiency of the rep- 
resentatives of the Government now in charge of the work 
can be maintained in the future the construction of the 
Panama Canal will be one of the feats to which the 
people will look back with the highest pride. The Presi- 
dent adds that he has carefully investigated numerous 
reports alleging jobbery, immorality, inefficiency or mis- 
ery on the Isthmus and found them to be untrue, He 
goes on to say: “The zeal, intelligence and efficient pub- 
lic service of the Isthmian Commission and its subordi- 
nates have been noteworthy. 1 court the fullest, most 
exhaustive and most searching investigation of any act 
of theirs, and if any one of them is ever shown to have 
done wrong his punishment shall be exemplary. But 1 
ask that they be decently paid, and that their hands be 
upheld as long as they act decently. On any other con- 
ditions we shall not be able to get men of the right type 
to do the work: and this means that on any other condi- 
tion we shall insure, if not failure, at least delay, scan- 
dal and inefficiency in the task of digging the giant 
eanal.” In reply to the President’s letter, which appears 
to have been regarded as in the nature of a challenge, the 
Senate on Jan. 9, without a dissenting vote, adopted a 
resolution authorizing the committee on Inter-ocean Ca- 
nals to investigate all matters relating to the Panama 
Canal and the government of the Canal Zone and the 
management of the Panama Railroad Company. The ac- 
tion of the President and the Senate is altogether com- 
mendable and for the best interests of the canal project. 
Justly or unjustly the impression oy’ been planted in the 
public mind that conditions in the Canal Zone are not 
what they should be, that there has been extravagance im 
public expenditures, confusion and inefficiency in ad- 
ministration and needless delay in the active work of 
canal construction. It is necessary that the full truth of 
the situation be officially ascertained. The President’s 
attitude is charactgristically frank and _ self-reliant and 
it foreshadows a more satisfactory understanding of af- 
fairs in the Canal Zone and a more vigorous policy in 
the execution of the canal project. 

One of the most interesting and, to the authorities 
at Washington, evidently one of the most exasperating 
statements as to conditions in the Canal Zone appears 
in an article by Mr. Poultney Bigelow, published in 
the New York Independent of Jan. In that article 
Mr. Bigelow charges that affairs in the Canal Zone are 
shamefully mismanaged, and he bitterly attacks the Canal 
Commission for failing to improve ¢ ‘olon, for the failure 
of the sewer system in Panama, for the lack of a proper 
water supply, and for the alleged miserable treatment 
of negroes generally, and especially those living in Colon. 
Mr. Bigelow prefaces his criticism with the following: 
“IT have had abundant opportunity to hear the views of 
opposing witnesses, but I have also been in a position to 
examine on the spot many things which have so far been 
conspicuous by their absence in so-called ‘official’ and au- 
thoritative reports.” 

Upon reading Mr. Bigelow’s article,

velt. on Jan. 6 Aironet: a note to the Secretary of War 
asking what ‘basis, if any, there was for the charges 
contained in it. Secretary Taft’s reply to the Presi- 
dent’s inquiry is embodied in a pamphlet of sixty-nine 
pages, published Jan. 11, and it contains some highly 
interesting reading. The authoritative tone in which 
Mr. Bigelow describes and discusses conditions on the 
isthmus first led the authorities to inquire how much 
time he had spent in studying them. In response to a 
query as to that subject, Governor Magoon. of the Cana! 
Zone, cabled to the Secretary of War: “Poultney Bigelow 
arrived at Colon on the evening of Nov. 29 or the morn- 
ing of Noy. 30 from Europe. He came to Panama Nov. 
30, Thanksgiving Day; called on me; I was out. He 
returned to Colon in evening; spent morning of Dec. 1 
in Colon with Tracy a: ; sailed for New York on 
the afternoon of Dec. 1. 

Secretary Taft then goes into an exhaustive analysis 
of Mr. Bigelow’s charges, which he takes up one by one 
and refutes with the testimony of official witnesses. He 
declires that Mr. Bigelow’s accusations are based largely 
if not wholly upon information received from Mr. John 
Lundie and Mr. Tracy Robinson, two Americans living 
on the isthmus, both of whom had vainly striven to ob- 
tain high-salaried places in the Canal Zone, and he ob- 
tained it, too, in a tour of observation covering a period 
of some twenty-eight or thirty hours! As against his 
statements the Secretary of War opposes special reports 
from the Chief Engineer of the Canal and the Governor 
of the Canal Zone declaring that Mr. Bigelow’s charges 
are utterly unsupported by facts. “It will be observed,” 
remarks Secretary Taft, in conclusion, “that from the 
beginning to the end of the article the writer shows that 
instead of seeking evidence from the officials responsible 
for the work on the isthmus he deliberately avoided 
consulting them or giving them any opportunity whatever 
to state their knowledge or explanation of the facts 
which he says had attracted his attention.” 

It is perfectly clear that our amiable Secretary of 
War has incurred the deep displeasure of Mr. amie, for 
the latter, in a “confidential” later co the President, 
which has somehow got into print, gives the following 
account of the Secretary’s visit to the isthmus in Novem- 
ber last: “I understand Secretary Taft arrived on the 
isthmus on Noy. 2 and left on the 7th. What was talked 
over in Panama government circles and with the execu- 
tive officers of the Commission it would be impertinence 
of me to discuss. I asked the gentleman for a con- 
ference in person and wrote him a letter, to which I 
received a reply, a copy of which is inelosed with a busi- 
ness communication addressed to you. The reply is a 
simple turning off of the question involyved—a ‘Go away. 
little boy,’ response. As to a conference, he said he 
was so busy that he had not a minute to spare. In- 
cidentally, he had time for a great deal of social entertain- 
ment, which perhaps, for aught I know, fulfilled the 
diplomatic object of his visit. He attended, for instance, 
receptions and balls (yes! he danced, to the intense 
amusement of the tittering girls of Panama) on_Friday, 
Nov. - and Sunday, Nov. 5, in Panama, and on Monday, 
Noy. 6, in Colon. Nero fiddled while Rome burned.’ 

In this same letter Mr. Lundie pays his respects to 
Chief Engineer Shonts, who, it will be remembered, re 
fused to ratify the action of his predecessor in appoint- 
ing Mr. Lundie a consulting engineer. Mr, Lundie says: 
“There is a coarse, incompetent, unprincipled jackass by 
the name of Shonts, who, under the Secretary of War, 
seems to dictate the physical and moral tone of what is 
done on the isthmus, and the result is pitiful in the 
extreme. The United States will, under such influence, 
become the laughing stock and stink in the nostrils of 
the whole world. His appointees are of varied stripe, 
but mostly take after their patron. High salaries do not, 
of necessity, make big men out of incompetent weaklings 
(or worse).”’ 

Mr. Lundie bluntly notifies the United States Govern- 
ment that he is done with it, that it can go straight to 
smash for all he cares, and that under the present regime

NOT CAPTAIN COLVOCORRESSES.

To THE Epiror OF THE ARMY AND NAvVy JOURNAL: 

Will you kindly correct an error that appeared in the 
ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL of Jan. 6? In a paragraph 
headed, “Some Humors of Hazing,’ I am quoted as the 
author of an article in the New York Sunday Herald 


of Dec. 2, 1905, entitled, “Honor Code at the Navai 
Academy.’ I emphatically deny the authorship of that 
article and state that I pretested against the use of my 
name in that connection to the editor of the Sunday 
Herald. 

Soon after the deplorable Branch-Meriwether 
had a conversation with Mr. Elihu Riley, 
in which I told him what I knew about the so-called 
“Honor Code,” and the substance of my remarks is 
given in the first four paragraphs of the Herald’s article.

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SOLDIERS AMENABLE TO CIVIL AUTHORITY. 


The Supreme Court of the United States on Jan. 2 
delivered an opinion which is of vital importance to the 
officers and men of the Army. It was given in the matter 
of the appeal of Lient. Ralph W. Drury, 9th U.S. Inf., 
and John Dowd, an enlisted man of the same command, 
from a decision of Justice Acheson, of the United States 
Circuit Court for the Western District of Pennsylvania. 
A brief outline of the history of the case is necessary to 
a correct understanding of the opinion of the Supreme 
Court. The agreed facets are as follows: Lieutenant 
Drury and a detachment of twenty enlisted ‘men, of 
whom Dowd was one, were stationed at Allegheny Ar- 
senal, Pittsburg, Pa., a sub-post of Fort Niagara, N.Y., 
Sept. 10, 1908. Frequent thefts of copper spouts from 
buildings on the arsenal grounds had been reported, and 
the commanding officer at Fort Niagara, Lieut. Col. Edgar 
B. Robertson, 9th U.S. Inf., directed Lieutenant Drury 
to use his best endeavors to stop the depredations, and 
to that end ordered him to establish a police of the guards 
day and night upon the arsenal grounds, and to appre- 
hend and arrest any person or persons committing’ depre- 
dations on the arsenal property. About ten o’clock in 
the morning of Sept. 10, having received word that some 
persons were stealing copper from one of the arsenal 
buildings, Lieutenant Drury took John Dowd and another 
enlisted man, both of whom were armed with rifles and 
ammunition, and passed beyond the limits of the arsenal 
property. Lieutenant Drury informed the twe men of 
the reported stealing of copper and instructed them to 
arrest any person coming from the arsenal. At a point 
along but outside the arsenal wall were congregated three 
or four half-grown boys or young men, among whom 
was William H. Crowley, nineteen or twenty years old. 
These persons all fled when they saw Lieutenant Drury 
approaching, Crowley running down a street leading away 
from the arsenal property. When he was about 100 
vards away from the arsenal wall Crowley was shot by 
Dowd, who aimed and fired his rifle at Crowley. At 
the time of the shooting, Lieutenant Drury, Dowd and 
Crowley were all off the ground belonging to the United 
States, each then standing either upon a street of the 
city, on the Allegheny Railroad, or on private property. 
The rifle ball struck Crowley’s left thigh, inflicting a 
mortal wound from which he died on the evening of the 
same day. Lieutenant Drury and Private Dowd were in- 
dicted in the courts of Allegheny county on two counts, 
one charging murder, and the other manslaughter. The 
defendants were admitted to bail in the sum of $5,000 
each, and thereupon obtained a writ of habeas corpus 
from the United States Circuit Court. After a review 
of the evidence in the case, Justice Acheson pointed 
out that the question which confronted him was whether 
he should “interfere to prevent the trial of the petitioners 
upon the indictment in the State court, take the petition- 
ers out of the custody of the authorities of the State, 
and discharge them finally without trial by any civil court 
in the regular administration of justice.’ He declined 
to take that course, dismissed the writ and remanded 
the defendants to the custody of the State authorities. 
Thereupon an appeal was taken to the Supreme Court 
of the United States. The opinion of that tribunal, which 
was delivered by Chief Justice Fuller, is as follows: 

In Baker vs. Grice, 169 U.S. 284, 290, an appeal from the 
final order of the Circuit Court of the United States for 
ae District of Texas, in habeas corpus, it was 
Sald: 

“The court below had jurisdiction to issue the writ and 
to decide the questions which were argued before it. Ex 
parte Royall, 117 U.S. 241; Whitten vs. Tomlinson, 160 U.S. 
231. In the latter case most of the prior authorities are 
mentioned. From these cases it clearly appears, as the 
settled and proper procedure, that while Circuit Courts of 
the United States have jurisdiction, under the circum- 
stances set forth in the foregoing statement, to issue the 
writ of habeas corpus, yet those courts ought not to exer- 
cise that jurisdiction by the discharge of a prisoner unless 
in cases of peculiar urgency, and that instead of discharg- 
ing they will leave the prisoner to be dealt with by the 
courts of the State; that after a final determination of 
the case by the State court, the Federal courts will even 
then generally leave the petitioner to his remedy by writ 
of error from this court. The reason for this course is 
ipparent. It is an exceedingly delicate jurisdiction given 
to the Federal courts by which a person under an indict- 
ment in a State court and subject to its laws may, by the 
decision of a single judge of the Federal court, upon a 
writ of habeas corpus, be taken out of the custody of the 
officers of the State and finally discharged therefrom, 
and thus a trial by the State courts of an indictment 
found under the laws of a State be finally prevented. 
Cases have occurred of so exceptional a nature that this 
course has been pursued. Such are the cases In re Loney, 
134 U.S. 372, and In re Neagle, 135 U.S. 1, but the reasons 
for the interference of the Federal court in each of those 
cases were extraordinary, and presented what this court 
regarded as such exceptional facts as to justify the inter- 
ference of the Federal tribunal. Unless this case be of 
such an exceptionai nature, we ought not to encourage 
the interference of the Federal court below with the 
regular course of justice in the State court.” 

The rule thus declared is well settled and, in our judg- 
ment, it was properly applied in this case. Crowley 
was a citizen of Pennsylvania, not in the service of the 
United States, and was killed in or near a street of the 
city of Pittsburg, and not on property belonging to the 
United States or over which the United States had juris- 
diction. The homicide occurred within the territorial 
jurisdiction of the Court of Oyer and Terminer, which, as 
Judge Acheson observed, was the only civil court which 
could have jurisdiction to try petitioners for the alleged 
unlawful killing, and the indictment presented a case 
cognizable by that court. The general jurisdiction in 
time of peace of the civil courts of a State over persons 
in the military service of the United States, who are 
accused of a capital crime or of any offense against the 
person of a citizen, committed within the State, is, of 
course, not denied. 

But it is contended on behalf of the Government that 
the State court was absolutely without jurisdiction to try 
petitioners for the killing of Crowley, because the homi- 
cide was committed by them ‘‘while in the lawful per- 
formance of a duty and obligation imposed upon them by 
the Constitution and laws of the United States.’’ The 
argument is that Crowley had been guilty of the crime 
of larceny and could have been indicted and prosecuted 
on the charge of felony in the District Court of the United 
States under Section 5439 of the Revised Statutes, or 
under Section 5391, the United States having jurisdiction 
over the Allegheny Arsenal property and the Pennsylvania 
laws making what Crowley is alleged to have done a 
felony. Hence that it was the duty of petitioners to 
irrest Crowley and to surrender him to the Federal 
vuthorities for prosecution. And it is insisted that the 
fact is ‘established that Crowley met his death while 
attempting to escape arrest.’’ But there was a conflict of 





evidence as to whether Crowley had or had not surrender- 
ed, and it is conceded that if he had, it could not reason- 
ably be claimed that the fatal shot was fired in the per- 
formance of a duty imposed by the Federal law, and the 
State court had jurisdiction. 

The Circuit Court was not called on to determine the 
guilt or innocence of the accused. That was for the 
State court if it had jurisdiction, and this the State court 
had, even though it was petitioners’ duty to pursue and 
arrest Crowley (assuming that he had stolen pieces of 
copper), if the question of Crowley being a fleeing felon 
was open to dispute on the evidence; that is, if that were 
the gist of the case, it was for the State court to pass 
upon it, and its doing so could not be collaterally at- 
tacked. The assertion that Crowley was resisting arrest 
and in flight when shot was matter of defense, and Ex 
parte Crouch, 112 U.S. 178, is in point. We have repeatedly 
held that the acts of Congress in relation to habeas 
corpus do not imperatively require the Circuit Courts to 
wrest petitioners from the custody of State officers in ad- 
vance of trial in the State courts, and that those courts 
may decline to discharge in the proper exercise of dis- 
eretion. We think that discretion was properly exer- 
cised in this case. 

Lieutenant Drury has been ordered from Fort Thomas 
to Allegheny Arsenal. When he was transferred the au- 
thorities of Pennsylvania received assurances that he 
would be returned to Pittsburg if the action of the court 
required it. 
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FOUR BATTLESHIPS IN TROUBLE. 

The collision in New York harbor on Jan. 7 between 
the battleship Alabama and the battleship Kentucky 
comes at an unfortunate time. That neither of these 
two ships received any very serious injury was most for- 
tunate, but it is feared in Washington that the acci- 
dent may have an unfavorable influence upon Congress, 
coming as it does just at the time when the question of 
appropriations and new legislation for the Navy is coming 
up for consideration. On Jan. 8 the Navy Department re- 
ceived a brief dispatch from Rear Admiral Coghlan, the 
Commandant of the New York Navy Yard, stating that 
the Kentucky, which was run into by the Alabama,: had 
reached the navy yard under her own steam. The Ala- 
bama continued on her way with the Atlantié Fleet to 
Hampton Roads, where she was sent to the Norfolk Navy 
Yard for a complete examination. Her injuries are re- 
ported to be of very minor character. Jan. 9 the Navy 
Department received a dispatch from New York Yard 
stating that the injuries to the Kentucky were not nearly 
so serious as had first been thought; that no docking of 
_the ship was necessary, and that her repairs would be 
entirely completed by the evening of Jan. 25, when she 
will leave New York to rejoin the Atlantic Fleet in South- 
ern waters. 

The particulars are given in the following statement in 
the New York Herald, which is credited to Rear Admiral 
Davis, who commands the second division of the fleet. 

“We were under way at ten minutes past eleven o’clock 
Jan. 7, and the order was given for ‘close formation,’ 
which means a steaming distance of four hundred yards 
between ships. The order was given by signal from the 
flagship. ‘Follow the flag,’ which indicated that a line 
formation be kept—that is, the flagship must be always 
dead ahead. ‘The speed was given as twelve knots. 

“There was a strong ebb tide running and a strong 
westerly wind blowing, which would be a beam wind for 
the ships as they went out of the Narrows,eand 1 am in- 
formed by the officers of the Alabama that she was steer- 
ing badly, and the line formation was difficult to keep 
on account of the two factors that I have named, It ap- 
pears that the tide and heavy wind were setting us over 
to the eastward as we went on following the flagship. 

“All of a sudden the Kentucky stopped ahead of us, 
and the officers on the bridge of the Alabama were not 
cognizant that anything was wrong until the Kearsarge 
was seen to sheer from her course, and her commander, 
Captain Winslow, evidently tried to pass out to port of 
the Kentucky, as there was not sufficient room to go to 
starboard without running into the Kentucky. There 
was no signal set by the Kentucky that she was aground, 
and in the meantime the Alabama’s helm was ordered 
hard down to swing clear of the Kentucky, which we 
were fast approaching. 

“Owing to the wind and the tide the Alabama did not 
mind her helm as quickly as was expected, and the tide 
added at least two knots to our speed, so you see we 
quickly ran out our distance of less than half a mile be- 
tween the two ships. The stem of the Alabama cleared 
the stern of the Kentucky, but the tide and wind set us 
down against the stranded ship and we closed in, the port 
bow of the Alabama scraping along the starboard quarter 
of the Kentucky. 

“In another moment we would have swung clear, as is 
shown by the damage to the Alabama, which was only to 
the forward sponson on the port side, in which is located 
six-inch gun No. 2. There is a hole punched in the plat- 
ing of the Alabama a little larger than a man’s head, evi- 
dently by something along the rail of the Kentucky which 
we carried away. Then we lost the steel ports of the 
sponson, which probably went overboard when they were 
torn from their hangings. 

“There is no other damage to the Alabama and it is 
not enough to put us out of commission. The hole will 
be patched by a plate set behind it as soon as_ we get to 
Hampton Roads. When Captain Barry signaled that he 
was not badly injured we kept on to the Southwest Spit, 
where we anchored for a time so that the Alabama could 
be turned around and go back to the assistance of the 
stranded battleships. 

“When I returned I found that the Kearsarge and the 
Kentucky were hardly a ship’s length apart, and I feared 
that they would foul each other when they floated. I or- 
dered a message sent by wireless telegraph to Rear Ad- 
miral Coghlan, commandant of the navy yard, asking that 
tugs be sent down to assist the grounded ships and to 
hold them apart if they should both be afloat at the same 
time. 

“Before the tugs arrived both the Kearsarge and the 
Kentucky had cleared the shoal under their own power, 
the Kearsarge first, and, finding that she was uninjured, 
she was ordered to join Rear Admiral Evans, who had 
continued in the Maine when informed by wireless that 
no great damage had been done. 

“Captain Barry, from the Kentucky, informed us that 
the ship was not leaking and had evidently not been in- 
jured by going aground, but, deeming it necessary to have 
her further examined, she was ordered to the navy yard. 
There was no confusion on either of the ships, and for 
the time it seemed that we would clear the Kentucky. No 
alarms were given out and the shock on the Alabama was 
scarcely felt. 

“As to the cause of the grounding of the Kentucky, 
that is a matter for Rear Admiral Evans, the commander- 
in-chief, to determine, and without official information 
I presume that he will order an investigation. It ap- 
peared to me when I noticed the tide gauge at Fort Lafa- 
yette that the tide was running exceptionally strong.” 

The Maine was under command of Capt. N. E. Niles; 





the Kentucky, under Capt. E. B. Barry; the Kearsarge, 
under Capt. H. Winslow; the Alabama, under Capt. S. 
P. Comly, and the Illinois under Capt. J. A. Rodgers. 
Vessels of the Kentucky and Kearsarge class have a mean 
draft of 23 feet 6 inches. The draft of the flagship. Maine 
is given as 23 feet 10 inches, which is greater than that 
of any of the vessels following her. 

The main channel which is buoyed its entire length, has 
a depth at mean low water of 30 feet, and varies in width 
from 1,000 feet to 700, the shoaling reducing in places 
what is intended to be a 1,000-foot channel. Big ocean 
steamers drawing thirty-three feet which keep the channel 
are never known to touch bottom, and they make it a 
rule never to follow each other closely, the interval be- 
ing from fifteen minutes to half an hour. About the 
spot where the Kentucky and Kearsarge ran aground 
the eastern edge of the channel shows on the chart a 
depth of twenty-seven feet. It is very likely, however, 
that on the day of the grounding it was considerable less, 
as there was an unusually low tide, which was further 
helped by the heavy westerly wind. 
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VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


During a recent visit of the Chicago to Hilo, Island of 
Hawaii, several of the officers of the ship embraced the 
opportunity for paying a visit to the active volcano of 
Kilauea, and while there were fortunate enough to wit- 
ness a considerable disturbance of the molten lava in the 
principal center of activity. Kilauea has been in activity 
for many years, but recently fresh disturbances have 
made a visit to the crater of greater interest than for a 
long time past. The most recent flow of lava has not yet 
cooled sufficiently to be comfortable walking over the 
erust of hardened material. The Department has been 
informed of the return of the Chicago to Honolulu, where 
the men and officers have beer entertained with lavish 
hospitality. 

The U.S.S. Minneapolis, from Newport News, Va., 
arrived at New York, Jan. 5, to go to the navy yard 
in Brooklyn, where she will be thoroughly overhauled 
and made ready for the transferring of the flag to Rear 
Admiral R. B. Bradford, commander of the 8d Squadron, 
North Atlantic Fleet, from the Olympia, when that ves- 
sel goes North from the West Indies for a general over- 
hauling. 

In reference to the movements of Rear Admiral Sigs- 
bee’s cruiser squadron, it is said at the Navy Department 
that the plans for this cruise in European waters were 
projected long before there was the slightest suspicion in 
Washington that the Moroccan affair would assume such 
shape as to threaten the peace of Europe. It is further 
pointed out that the ships of Rear Admiral Sigsbee’s 
squadron, being, with the exception of the Brooklyn, 
nothing more than protected cruisers, are not of a type 
that would be chosen for any serious business. 

The heaviest plate of armor on the new battleship Ken- 
tucky weighs 63.460 pounds. It is eleven inches thick 
and is situated amidships at the water line. 

Under the direction of the Bureau of Construction and 
Repair experiments are now being carried on at the Nor- 
folk Navy Yard with a thirty-five foot power and sail 
gasoline whaleboat for use in the Navy. The experi- 
mental boat was constructed at the Norfolk yard, and is 
designed to be used either with sails or by power. The 
experimental boat is equipped with a light twenty-horse- 
power motor, This launch is intended to supplant the 
present steam launches in use. 


The Secretary of the Navy on Jan. 10 addressed the 
following letter to Thomas Ackerman, fireman, first 
class, U.S.N., U.S.S. Pennsylvania: “Sir: The Depart- 
ment takes great pleasure in commending you for the 
presence of mind and personal bravery displayed by you 
on Nov. 6, 1905, when you fearlessly jumped overboard 
from the U.S.S. Pennsylvania and succeeded in saving 
G. A. Roth, ordinary seaman, from drowning. The fol- 
lowing is an extract from the report by the executive offi- 
cer of the U.S.S. Pennsylvania of your gallant act: 
When the ship was lying off Annapolis Roads, on Nov. 
6, and just after dark, atfd while preparing to hoist the 
second steamer, one of the steamer’s crew, G. A. Roth, 
O.S., fell overboard. Men on the upper decks threw lines 
to assist him, but none fell within his reach, At this 
critical moment Thomas Ackerman, fireman, first class, 
jumped from the bridge deck and seizing Roth by the 
hair kept him above water and worked with him until. the 
two reached the steamer. Roth states that his life was 
saved by Ackerman’s splendid act.” 

Mail for the U.S.S. Glacier, Brutus, Caesar, Potomac 
and the drydock Dewey, now at sea en route to Manila, 
is care of Postmaster, New York city. 

Col. Robert M. Thompson has presented bronze en- 
trance doors to the chapel at the U.S. Naval Academy, 
Annapolis, Md. The National Sculpture Society invites 
competitive designs for a pair of doors, transom and 
space above the transom, to be executed in bronze, which 
will be open to all sculptors. As the doors are the gift 
of Colonel Thompson as a memorial of the class of ’68, 
this fact should be perpetuated in the design by an in- 
scription. Designs must be in the form of sketch models 
in white plaster, at a scale of two inches to one. foot. 
The competition will be anonymous and designs sub- 
mitted must not be signed. The amount available for 
the execution and erection of the work in bronze is 
$15,000. 

The U.S. battleship Indiana, which has been under 
repairs at the navy yard, New York, for some two years, 
and is now practically a new ship, was placed in com- 
mission on Jan. 8, her officers and crew being transferred 
from the Massachusetts. The following is her list of 
ofticers: Capt. E. D. Taussig, Lieut. Comdrs. EF. Lloyd, 
jr., A. #. Hoff, and C. H. Hayes; Lieuts. R. A. Aber- 
nathy, G. Chase, Y. Stirling, jr., L. J. Connelly and W. 
K. Wortman; Ensigns J. F. Green and R. S. Keyes: 
Midshipmen KE. S. Root, L. Cresap, R. S. Furber, L. N. 
MeNair, and V. K. Coman; Surg. P. Leach, Asst. Surg. 
W. A. Angwin, Paymr. E. F. Hall, Boatswain W. E. 
Amato, Chief Gunner A. Hasler, Gunner J. G. Nicklas, 
Carpenter F. M. Kirchmier, and Warrant Machs. F. T 
Ingram, F. G. Sprengel, W. R. Scofield, and A. A. 
Shafer. One of the most important of the changes in 
the Indiana has been the substitution of electricity for 
steam as the motive power in the moving of the turrets. 
This is no small matter in the case of the Indiana, for 
it is the most heavily gunned ship in the Navy in pro- 
portion to its size, having four thirteen-inch guns. 

The battleship Alabama arrived at the navy yard, 
Norfolk, Va., Jan. 9, to have her injuries, sustained in 
the collision with the battleship Kentucky, repaired. It 
is estimated that it will take only about a couple of days 
to make the repairs.

1812, of which Mrs. Maria B. Wheaton, widow of Brig. 
Gen. Frank Wheaton, U.S.A., is president, has had on 
exhibition recently in Denver a fine solid silver loving 
cup which will be presented to the United States creiser 
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Colorado. The cup stands 11 1-2 inches high without the 
standard, and 15 or 16 inches high with it, and holds 
three and a half pints, nearly half a gallon, The U.S. 
Daughters of 1812 are the youngest of all the patriotic 
societies in Colorado and feel proud that they are the 
first to recognize the compliment paid this State in nam- 
ing this magnificent vessel after it. 

Some interesting as well as valuable statistics are to 
be found in a recent exhibit issued from the imperial 
marine office of the German Empire under date of Jan. 
4, 1906. This exhibit shows the increase for the last ten 
years in the commercial marine of Germany. This in- 
crease is altogether in steam tonnage and values, the ton- 
nage of sailing vessels showing a decrease during the 
period under discussion. The increase shows a growth 
from 1,387,000 net registered tons, having a value of 
$81,750,000, to 2,533,000 tons, valued at $202,500, 
The greatest increase in value of steam tonnage was, as 
was expected, at Hamburg, which from $31,250,000 in- 
creased to $100,000,000. The report further indicates 
that the flag of Germany is now well known in the har- 
bors and ports of every nation in the world possessing 
water-borne commerce. The average displacement of the 
steam vessels under the German flag shows but a very 
slight increase during the past ten-year period, but the 
average sea speed of the vessels constructed during this 
period indicates a considerable augmentation. 

The examination of forty-three candidates to become 
assistant paymasters in the Navy began at the Washing- 
ton Navy Yard on Jan. 9. Fifty-three men were ordered 
to Washington for the examination, but only forty-three 
responded. 

The estimates for repairs to the gunboat Topeka, which 
is to be made a stationship at the Portsmouth Navy Yard, 
have been cut down so as to be within $90,000. This was 
done at the direction of the Navy Department upon the 
recommendation of the Bureau of Construction and Re- 
pair. 

A brief despatch was received at the Navy Department 
on Jan. 11 from Norfolk, which said that the repairs to 
the Alabama had been completed and that the vessel had 
been made ready to sail with the remainder of the Atlan- 
tic Fleet for the West Indies. The Kentucky, the other 
vessel involved in the collision in the lower bay of New 
York harbor on Jan. 7, was more seriously damaged. Her 
repairs, according to telegraphic reports at the Navy De- 
partment, will be completed by Jan. 25, but the force of 
workmen at the Brooklyn Navy Yard will work day and 
night, as well as on Sundays. 

A court of inquiry composed of officers of the Atlantic 
Fleet was convened aboard the battleship Iowa, off Old 
Point, Va., Jan. 9, by Rear Admiral Robley D. Evans 
and an investigation into the collision of the battleships 
Kentucky and Alabama, off West Bank Light, New 
York, Jan. 7, was begun. Captain Barry and his execu- 
tive officer, Lieut. Comdr. W. B. Fletcher, of the Ken- 
tucky, and Capt. S. P. Comly, of the Alabama, were 
among the witnesses. 

Fred Ganzhorn, who deserted from the U.S. tug Poto- 
mac, acting as tender to the drydock Dewey on its voy- 
age to Manila, arrived at New York city Jan. 10 on the 
steamship Bermudian. He deserted from the Potomac 
when she was at Bermuda for coal and he was arrested 
at Quarantine. Ganzhorn said that the conditions on the 
Potomac were frightful, that the little tug made very 
rough weather of it in heavy seas, and that seasickness 
was common. That was why he deserted. 

The flagship Brooklyn, Galveston, Chattanooga and Ta- 
coma, under Rear Admiral Sigsbee, arrived at Gibraltar 
Jan. 11. The squadron encountered exceedingly rough 
weather on the trip, and in a gale the Brooklyn suffered 
some damage “o her boats. 


The wireless station at San Juan has been sufficiently 
completed so as to permit sending. On Jan. 9 the station 
at Key West caught a message from San Juan, the first 
that San Juan has ever been able to send so far. The 
distance is something over 1,000 miles. At San Juan 
the Bureau of Equipment has found it necessary to con- 
struct its own power plant as the local plant has not been 
able to furnish sufficient powe®. The greatest problem 
now facing the wireless experts of the Navy, and the one 
te which they are devoting all their energies, is the send- 
ing of long distance messages in the daytime. The rec- 
ords which have been recently made were all done at 
night. The best record for a day message is that made 
some time ago when a message was sent from Key West 
to Guantanamo, a distance of 670 miles. It is believed 
that this record can be gradually exceeded until messages 
can be sent and received in the daytime almost as readily 
as at night. A vexatious problem, which is yet unsolved, 
is the question of communicating direct between San 
Juan and Colon. The proximity of high mountains to 
the station at San Juan, and between San Juan and Co- 
lon, makes it a matter of great difficulty to get a message 
through, and so far there has been complete failure. 
There are mountains just as high between Key West and 
San Juan, but they are not close to either station and 
communication is not at all difficult. 

A contract has been made by the Bureau of Supplies 
and Accounts with the United States Tobacco Company 
of Richmond for 150,000 pounds of chewing and smoking 
tobacco at 35 cents a pound. The contract was made 
after the submission of nine bids and thirty-one samples, 
all of which were thoroughly tested by the men on the 
receivingship Tlancock at the New York yard. 

Secretary of the Navy Bonaparte left his home in Bal- 
timore on Jan. 6 for Charleston, S.C. He boarded the 
Dolphin at Baltimore and was taken to Lynnhaven Bay, 
where he went on the cruiser Charleston, which got under 
way for Charleston, S.C., where later in the week there 
were formal ceremonies in connection with the presenta- 
tion of a silver service to the Charleston. The cruiser 
ran into exceedingly bad weather off Charleston and the 
Secretary did not get ashore until the evening of Tuesday, 
Jan. 9. In the afternoon, on board the Charleston, in the 
presence of a thousand invited guests, Mayor Rhett pre- 
sented the magnificent silver punch bowl, which was ac- 
cepted by Captain Winslow and Secretary Bonaparte on 
behalf of the Navy. Music, dancing and refreshments 
followed the speechmaking. Among those present were 
Governor Heyward, of South Carolina; Senator B. R. 
Tiliman, Rear Admiral Dickins, U.S.N., and Col. G. G. 
Greenough, U.S.A. A banquet in honor of Secretary 
Bonaparte and the officers of the Charleston, was given 
in the evening. Two hundred and fifty covers were laid, 
and the affair was the most brilliant of the kind ever 
given in Charleston. Speeches were made by Secretary 
Bonaparte. Governor Heyward, Admiral Dickins, Senator 
Tillman, Congressman Legare and others. 

The installation of the ‘antenna wires at the wireless 
station at Pensacola, Fla., has brought very successful 
results, according to a letter which has reached the Bu- 
reau of Equipment from Comdr. W. S. Hogg ,the equip- 
ment officer in charge of the Pensacola station. The new 
apparatus is similar to that which is used on the vessels 
of the Navy, but there are no land stations similarly 


equipped. ‘The antenna wires were in working order for 
the. first time on the night of Jan. 8, and the results were 
highly successful. Fifty stations in all parts of the coun- 
try were distinctly heard, and it is probable that the old 
appliances will be removed. Manhattan Beach commer- 
cial station was clearly heard and the Washington Navy 
Yard station also conversed with Pensacola. The report 
which has been made says that the messages from Man- 
hattan Beach seemed as though they were coming from 
only a few miles away. The Washington Navy Yard is 
being equipped with apparatus similar to that just in- 
stalled at Pensacola. 

With a Congress committed to economy, false though 
it may be, it is too much to expect that liberal appropria- 
tions will be made for the improvement of the New York 
Navy Yard on the lines recommended by Rear Admiral 
Frederick Rodgers, U.S.N. The needs of this yard have 
been carefully investigated by Admiral Rodgers, and as 
a result he has recommended that several millions be ex- 
pended in order to give it pre-eminence over all other 
similar stations in the country, but it is doubtful if any- 
thing will be done by the present Congress. 

The Sandy Hook life-savers nearly lost their own 
lives on Jan. 6 in rescuing the occupants of a disabled 
boat that had grounded on Romer Shoal. After rescuing 
the two occupants of the distressed boat their own craft 
beeame disabled, and it was with the greatest difficulty 
a succeeded in reaching the Revenue Cutter Mo- 
1awk. 

Capt. Albert Ross, commandant of the Naval Training 
Station, Great Lakes, appeared before the Naval Commit- 
tee of the House this week, and was questioned concern- 
ing the plans which have been made for the training sta- 
tion. According to a recent decision reached at the Navy 
Department the official name for the new station is as 
above indicated. The station is located at Lake Bluff, 
and was frequently referred to as the Lake Bluff Train- 
ing Station. The reading of the law authorizing the con- 
struction of the station designated it as the Naval Train- 
ing Station, Great Lakes, and it has been decided that 
that shall be the name used in all official correspondence 
and references to it. It is expected that the station will 
be one of the best in the country when it is completed. 
Congress has already given $250,000 for its construction.

Sections of the act which de- 
fine the relations between the organized militia and the 
Government to be applicable to the Naval Militia, and 
duties named for the Secretary of War, so far as the 
Naval Militia is concerned, to devolve upon the Secre- 
tary of the Navy. That the Naval Militia should consist 
of seafaring men and those engaged in the navigation

The Secre- 
tary of the Navy is authorized, upon request of any 
State having an organized Naval Militia, to appoint an 
officer or officers to inspect, instruct, examine, and train 
it, and formulate regulations for its organization, dis- 
cipline, ete., with a view to producing uniformity among 
the Naval Militia of the various States and assimilating 
them to the standard of the U.S. Navy. The Naval 
Militia, when called into the actual service of the U.S., 
to be governed by the same rules and articles as’ the 
Regular Navy. Appropriations made by the Congress for 
its benefit to be distributed according to equitable propor- 
tions to be determined by the Secretary of the Navy. 

H.R. 10951, Mr. Knapp.—To promote and retire Major 
John W. Dillenback, retired. 

H.R. 11021, Mr. Wiley.—That to the Bureau of Medicine 
and Surgery of the Navy there shall be attached a corps 
of dental surgeons, not to exceed proportion of one to 
one thousand, and not to exceed thirty in all. Corps 
shall consist of three grades, assistant dental surgeon, 


passed assistant dental surgeon, and dental surgeon, to 
correspond to grades of medical corps of assistant sur- 
geon, passed assistant surgeon, and surgeon, respectively, 
not exceeding five promotions shall occur in either grade, 
except to fill vacancies, in any one calendar year. Orig- 
inal appointments shall be made to grade of assistant 
dental surgeon; appointees must be citizens, between 
21 and 30 years of age, graduates of standard dental col- 
leges, of good character and professional repute, and 
shall pass physical and professional examinations. There 
shall first be selected a dentist of evident fitness for con- 
ducting the examinations and organizing the others, who 
shall be appointed to the grade of dental surgeon; any 
appointment made may be revoked by the President, 
when, in his judgment, the number exceeds the require- 
ments of the Service or when, within three years from 
his appointment, an appointee discloses inaptitude for 
the Service. 


H.R. 11028, Mr. Loud.—That all officers of the Navy 
below the grade of rear admiral, with creditable records, 
including those retired with the relative rank of com- 
modore, who served during the Civil War and who were 
honorably retired prior to the passage of the Personne! 
Act of March 3, 1899, may, in the discretion of the Presi- 
dent, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate, 
be advanced on the retired list one grade above the grade 
or rank now held by them, to take effect from the date 
of the approval of said Act; and that rear admirals re- 
tired prior to the passage of said Act shall receive the 
same pay as officers of the Navy of corresponding grade 
who have been retired under said Act: Provided, that 
this Act shall not apply to any officer who has been ad- 
vanced on the retired list to a grade to which he was 
not entitled by length of service, or has been restored to 
the Navy and placed on the retired list by virtue of the 
provisions of a special Act of Congress.

That all 
work in connection with the excavation, construction, 
completion and defense of the canal, its harbors and de- 
fenses, provided for by an Act entitled ‘“‘An Act to 
provide for the construction of a canal connecting the 
waters of the Atlantic and Pacific oceans,’ approved 
June 28, 1902, and all acts amendatory or supplemental 
thereto, shall be done by contract entered into with the 
lowest responsible bidder, after advertisement; and the 
said Isthmian Canal Commission is hereby authorized 
and empowered to adopt such rules and regulations and 
take such other steps as are necessary for the due ad- 
vertisement and proper letting of all such contracts, 
Sec. 3. That all acts or parts of acts inconsistent with 
this act are, in so far as inconsistent, hereby repealed. 


H.R. 11311, Mr. Capron (by request).—To restore to the 
active list of the Navy the name of Homer Lycurgus Law. 


H.R. 11375, Mr. McCreary.—To place Pendleton G. Wat- 
mough upon the retired list of the Navy as lieutenant 
commancer.

THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 


Annapolis, Md., Jan. 9, 1906. 

Saturday afternoon's session of the court-martial, sit- 
ting at the Naval Academy and engaged in the trial 
of Midshipman P. B. Marzoni, First Class, for alleged 
hazing of Midshipman Chester F. Roberts, Fourth Class, 
and for causing Midshipman B. W. Tye, Fourth Class, 
to bring his breakfast to him, developed much enter- 
taining matter as to the customs and discipline of the 
Corps of Midshipmen. The most astonishing part of the 
proof was the large number of times, amountir 3 almost to 
regularity, that Midshipman Marzoni was absent from 
breakfast formation and breakfast, and had his first 
meal brought to him by his fellow midshipman, first 
classmen, second classmen, and ‘‘plebes.’’ No ‘“‘young- 
sters,’”’ or third classmen, so far, appeared as breakfast 
bearers. This absence from the first formation of the 
day was accounted for by one witness who, when asked, 
ventured the supposition that he sapposed Midshipman 
Marzoni stayed away from this formation ‘‘because he 
wanted to lie in bed.”’ 

The next query, though not propounded in court, arose 
as to how Midshipman Marzoni could, so regularly and 
persistently, be absent from this important military func- 
tion without report or detection. This is explained on 
this wise: He holds, in the battalion to which he belongs, 
a position equivalent to that of sergeant miajor in an 
Infantry battalion. This, when the battalion is formed, 
placed Midshipman Marzoni on the extreme left of the 
line, and behind the rear line, where he cannot be seen 
by any other officer of the battalion. As he then, being 
an officer, has no roll call to answer to, his absence 
escapes notice both by hearing and seeing. The charge 
against him in Midshipman Tye’s case is that, in com- 
pelling Midshipman Tye to do the menial service of 
waiting upon him and bringing him his breakfast, Mid- 
shipman Marzoni executed upon the ‘“‘plebe’’ a species 
of hazing. The other breakfast carriers were placed 
on the stand to prove that Midshipman Tye had only 
performed an ordinary courtesy. As each of the break- 
fast bearers closed his testimony, the court would 
ask him if, in carrying food from the mess hall, he 
did not break the regulations? To this the midshipmen 
replied that they knew, or supposed, it was a viola- 
tion of the rules. 

Midshipman Benjamin W. Tye, of Atlanta, Ga., to 
the stand, he testified that he sat at the table presided 
over by Marzoni, and the latter had given him the name 
of “‘Ascot.’’ He had been told, he said, to bring Marzoni 
his breakfast whenever the latter was not present him- 
self. He had carried him, he said, such things a. milk 
and rolls. He had done this on several occasions, one 
of them was the Sunday after the West Point football 
game and another was about a week previous to it. The 
sign-language for hazing was explained on the trial 
of Worth W. Foster, First Class. The ‘‘plebe’’ is ordered 
into one of the small rooms and only the arm of the 
upper classman protudes. Thus he is unable to say 
whose body is attached to the arm, though he dare not 
disobey the signals of the wagging thumb. The code 
is this: The perpendicular thumb means ‘‘What’s your 
name?’’ The thumb to the left, ‘““Where are you from?” 
To the right, ‘‘Who is your pred.?’’ (predecessor in the 
Academy from the same Congressional District). The 
inverted thumb, ‘Get on your head.’’ The prosecution 
had the handicap in Midshipman Foster's case of having 
to face the most evident reluctance of the prosecuting 
witness, and the other members of the fourth class to 
say anything that would fix the offense on the accused. 
Roberts was finally -varned by the court that he was 
under his oath to t.. iv the best of his knowledge and 
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elief all that he knew about the 
which the trial was founded. 

Midshipman Stephen Decatur, jr., was acquitted on 
he charge of hazing Midshipman Isaac N. McCrary and 
Saylord Church and immediately released from arrest 
ind restorea to duty. New charges have been filed 
igainst him under Act of 1908, which makes “‘encourag- 
ing or countenancing hazing’’ an offense punishable with 
lismissal as well as actively engaging in it, the offense 
inder the Act of 1874, under which he has been already 
ried. In future cases the charges will be framed under 
the amendment to the law approved March 3, 1903, which 
makes it an offense punishable by dismissal ‘‘to partici- 
pate in, encourage or countenance hazing.” . 

Less evidence is required to substantiate the charge 
of encouraging or participating in hazing than a, charge 
f actively engaging in it. On the other hand the 
-vidence will be harder to procure, owing to the fact that 
ithe witnesses can more readily claim immunity. <A 
wrinted form for the charge under the Act of 1903 has 
een made out by order of the Superintendent, and there 
is every appearance of a wholesale use of them. 

Midshipman Owen Bartlett, of the First Class, a son 
if Commander Bartlett, who sits at the mess table with 
six men of the ‘‘plebe’’ class, has been presented by them 
with a silver match box in recognition of his kindness 
ind pleasing manner towards his messmates. 

The first regular matinee hop at the Naval Academy, 
ince the new order of Superintendent Sands, was held 
Vednesday from four to six p.m. in the armory. The 
Naval Academy band furnished music. Midshipman 
Meriwether was on the floor and engaged in the dance. 
His appearance excited no little comment. 

It was absolutely denied at the office of Superintendent 
sands that it was contemplated to bring additional 
harges against Decatur or Marzoni in case of their ac- 
juittal. The bringing of additional charges depends 
‘ntirely, it was stated, upon the facts brought out by the 
court of inquiry, and the fact that a midshipman had 
een tried and acquitted did not make the authorities 
in the least degree anxious to get charges upon which 
ihey could convict him. <A _ published report put the 
Naval Academy authorities in the position of determining 
‘o secure the dismissal of any midshipman against whom 
‘harges had once been filed. This attitude is absolutely 
denied in an official way. 

In Marzoni’s case it was sought to be proved by Prof. 
stimson J. Brown, who was a midshipman at the time 
‘ihe law against hazing was passed, that practices of a 
much rougher and more cruel nature were then in vogue 
ind became known to the members of Congress. This, 
he thought, shed light on the practices which were meant 
by hazing at the time, particularly as the act referred 
to the practice ‘“‘ccommonly known as hazing.”’ 

An objection on the ground of irrelevancy was sus- 
tained by the court. This shut out a line of testimony 
which would have been interesting, if not applicable. 
Although Mr. Mann did not get this line of evidence be- 
fore the court directly, he resorted to the old expedient 
of lawyers of telling in his argument what would have

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SALOONS ABOUT FORT SHERIDAN. 


To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

I wish to correct a statement of facts made in your 
issue of Dec. 30, in an editorial note on drinking resorts 
about Fort Sheridan without going at this time into an 
extended discussion of “canteens.” You say: ‘The sa- 
loons, it may be re-stated, sprang up when the abolition 
of the sale of beer and light wines at Army post ex- 
changes made it impossible for soldiers stationed at Fort 
Sheridan to obtain such beverages on the military reser- 
vation.” 

It hapvens that I am able to contradict this statement 
with authority, for five months after the abolition of the 
canteen I took the trouble to spend a pay-day, from 
early morn until Jate at night, in studying the situation 
there, and I secured that day a signed statement from the 
Mayor of Highwood, the community adjoining the fort, 
to the effect that there were no licenses issued in that 
whole strip of country until the year after the canteen 
was opened, after which time saloons increased year after 
year until there were nine when the canteen closed, which 
sufficiently indicates the fact, elsewhere demonstrated, 
that the “canteen” beer was kindling wood for the whis- 
key in the ‘outside places.” I had spent a pay-day at the 
fort at Newport, R.I., while the canteen was in opera- 
tion, and the drinking and gambling in outside places was 
much greater than in Fort Sheridan on the day that I 
spent there after the canteen was abolished.

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THE NAVY OF THE UNITED STATES. 

Following is the response to the toast, “The Navy of 
he United States,” by Rear Admiral George W. Melville, 
at the meeting of the Society of Foreign Wars, Philadel- 
vhia, Jan. 9, 1906: 

Mr. Chairman and gentlemen: It is with great pleasure 
that I rise this evening to speak upon “The Navy and the 
United States.” In responding to this toast, I am mind- 
ul of all whose memories go back to the stirring days of 
sixty-one to ’sixty-five—days now somewhat in the dim 
ast to some of us who are in the “sere and yellow leaf.’ 
Yet I doubt not, in the case of these our older ship- 
nates and comrades, that the heart is still warm as in 
he days of our early manhood, our young days, when 
ll was bright with the buoyant hope of youth, when 
we worked and feared not for the future. 

But age is coming to all of us—to some a little earlier 
‘han to others, it is true—yet it comes to us all, and the 
mly thing to do is to face Old Fate manfully; and now, 
ind in the future, as in the past, enjoy life while it lasts; 
ind in the end, when our number is made, and the recall 
1oisted at the peak and the last gun fired, shove off into 
the darkness of death fearlessly. 

This is as it was with our compatriots of old. Those 
zrand old sea warriors of whom America is so proud to- 
lay, those old warriors of the ancient and honorable 
mariner class who knew no luxury but a little grog, 
hard bread, salt beef, and the pleasure of meeting the 
enemy. When we look back to the glorious days of Olid 
Jack Barry, Paul Jones, Bainbridge, and that galaxy of 
gallant old’ heroes, who by force of character, loyalty 
ind hardship, and by their supreme knowledge of the 
-ea, carved for themselves a niche in the Temple of 
ame and helped to build a Nation! These, I say, are 
he men America delights to honor. And down through 
that long line of American sailor heroes to the present 
lay, our people are proud of their Navy. 

And it is well that it is so, for since the War of the 
tebellion, and at that time, too, it has been demon- 
trated that no nation can be a great nation without a 
creat Navy, not of ships alone, but with a well-balanced 

ersonnel: a brave, intelligent, diligent, loyal body abeve 
ind beyond all personal prejudice, which too often mars 
‘ihe happy, perfect ship. For I assure you, gentlemen, 
hat no ship can be an efficient ship that is not a happy 
hip. Particularly so, where the official classes are apt 
to either taunt or depreciate the duty of their fellowmen. 

It is not necessary that a man should wear the stars of 

general or the stripes of an admiral to be a hero. 
Nay, bear in mind that the least of these who carry a 
musket, take a trick at the wheel, reef a topsail, or pass 
. weather earring in a gale of wind, tentatively speak- 
ng, the man who passes the powder and shot, or the 
fireman, serving naked in the deadly heat of the fire- 
‘oom, who supplies the power for the admiral to force 
his ship into action and get the ‘“‘speed-gauge’’ of the 
nemy, these, all of these, my shipmates and comrades, 
re the heroes of our Army and Navy; these are the 
nen our nation Gelights to honor. These rovers over the 





wave, who navigate our ships from pole to pole, who. 


brave the icy realms of the north, who defy the deadly 
fevers and miasmas of the equator or tropics, whose 
bleaching bones lie in the coral caverns beneath the lap 
ind roll of every crested sea, far from home and loved 
mes, where neither wife nor sweetheart can drop a tear 
of love, affection or regret, or place a flower upon their 
grave. But the wild winds of Old Ocean, and the sea 
virds shriek a never-ceasing requiem over them. These, 
ny shipmates and comrades, make up the personnel of 
ur Navy. 

As regards the materiel, it has been pretty well demon- 
trated, not necessarily by the naval battles in the Far 
East, but by the experience of the great naval powers 
of the world, that next to a perfectly loyal, well-dis- 
iplined personnel, that even now, as in the days of 
Nelson, Britain’s greatest admiral, nothing can lie in 
the battle line and stay there but the battleship, and 
the more of them, the larger, and speedier, the better. 

Of course, like the different arms of the Army, there 
re special uses for ships of nearly all classes in time 
f war. The armored cruiser, the protected cruiser, the 
cout ship, the destroyer and torpedoboat. Even the 
ubmarine to act as a ‘“‘scarecrow”’ to the enemy’s fleet. 
sut the ship that is to stay in the battle line and give 
ind take blows is the battleship, with the heaviest guns 
ind armor protection, though it measures up to 18,000, 
r even to 20,000 tons displacement. 

There was an eminent English critic of the battleship 
vho inquired when the limit of its cost should cease, and 
ne further hoped that the cost would become so great 
‘hat none but the richest of nations could indulge in such 
xpensive luxuries. I commend the sagacity of our Eng- 
ish friend, for who is better equipped with the riches of 
his world’s goods than America? Who is better able to 
vay the bills, to construct, equip and maintain the battle- 
hip of the future, let its cost be what it may? And who 
re better equipped in brain, brawn, intelligence and 
»yalty than the American people? 

It is distressing at times to read in our public press 
he gratuitous opinion of persons in no way qualified to 
xpress an opinion on these most important matters. 
‘ortunately our people are endowed with a scientific 
orps of marine engineers of all branches of the Navy 
hat are well equipped to design and build ships of all 
lasses; and though our building program has been very 
apid and very extensive during the last twenty years, I 
annot recall even one ship that has been what flippant 
ritics of cur Navy at times are apt to designate as a 
total failure.’’ These two words seem to fill the mouth 
f the erities so nicely, not too large, not too small, for 
hem, but so misleading to the newspaper-reading Ameri- 
an people. I am happy to say that there has not been 
ven one ship designed by the Navy Department that 
would come under that designation. We have only been 
ifflicted at times with what we termed ‘‘ghost ships,’’ 
crank ships,’’ and with other devices where the ever- 
iopeful inventor expected the impossible—that is, to get 
omething for nothing. 

But let the cost of the Navy be what it may, as long 
«s nations, like men, are combative animals; it is neces- 
ary that we should have efficient armies, and a Navy, 
‘o stand guard against the wolf nations of the earth. 
For you will find that nations, like men, are your nearest 
ind dearest friends until their interest lies in another 
lirection. Then the loving brother becomes the wolf. 
And, as a rule, a nation must be either a wolf or a sheep 
iation; and I believe we had better be the wolf, even 
hough muzzled, and held in the leash—not for war so 
nuch as for the assurance of peace. And then it will be, 
is it is now, and as it has been the history of our na- 
ion, but the simple truth to say that the American Navy.

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NAVY MEDALS OF HONOR. 


Mr. Bonaparte, Secretary of the Navy, has issued a 
General Order relative to the extraordinary heroism dis- 
played by the officers and crew of the U.S.S. Bennington 
at the time of the blowing up of some of her boilers, 
which says: 


“The attention of the Department has been called to 
the extraordinary heroism displayed by the officers and 
crew of the U.S.S. Bennington at the time of the lamen- 
table disaster which overtook that vessel while lying off 
San Diego, California, on the forenoon of July 21, 190. 
The crisis which occurred with such terrible suddenness 
and destruction was met by the officers and crew with 
readiness and resource. Men grievously wounded forgot 
their own injuries and rushed back in the shower of 
scalding water, steam and ashes to rescue their morv 
unfortunate shipmates. 

“Amid such a display of self-sacrifice and heroism it 
is difficult to select individual cases, but after careful 
perusal of all of the reports, and in accordance with the 
recommendation of the commanding officer of the U.S.S. 
Bennington, the Commander-in-Chief of the Pacific 
Squadron, and the Bureau of Navigation, the Department 
takes great pleasure in awarding medals of honor and a 
gratuity of one hundred dollars to, each of the men 
named below.’’ 

The order gives several extracts from the report of the 
Commander-in-Chiet of the Pacific Squadron, setting 
forth the individual acts of the men to whom the medals 
of honor and a gratuity of one hundred dollars are 
awarded for rescuing the injured in the most heroic 
manner. The names are as follows: Chief Gunner’s 
Mate John J. Clausey, Carpenter’s Mate 2d Class George 
F. Brock, Seaman Edward Boers, Boatswain’s Mate 
2d Class Willie Cronan, Q.M. 3d Class Raymond E. Davis, 
Water Tender Emil Fredericksen, Seaman Rade Gibitch, 
Hospital Steward William S. Shacklette, Machinist’s 
Mate ist Class Oscar F. Nelson, Seaman Otto D. Schmidt, 
Ship’s Cook ist Class Frank E. Hill. 

In addition to the foregoing, the Secretary of the Navy 
has written a letter of commendation to Roy B. Crog- 
han, now coxswain on board the U.S.S. Celtic, for his 
services on board the U.S.S. Bennington.

There was no officer by the 
name of O’Connor in the regiment at the time it was 
mustered cut on June 6, 1865. There was a 2d Lieut. 
Henry O. Connor discharged on Dec. 8, 1863. 

L. A. R.—If an apprentice enlists in Boston, and at 
the end of his enlistment, he being attached to the 
Pacific Squadron, does the Government pay his expenses 
to Boston? Do they give him traveling time? that is, will 
he be kept there until the day he is twenty-one, or will 
he be allowed the time it will take to come from there 
overland? Answer: A man serves in the Navy until the 
date of his enlistment expires. He is provided with 
subsistence and transportation to the place at which he 
originally enlisted. The apprentice you refer to would 
accordingly be returned to Boston at the Government’s 
expense after his enlistment expired.

J. R. asks: An act of Congress passed in 1885, or there- 
abouts, provided that an enlisted man after thirty years’ 
continued service should be placed on the retired list 
at seventy-five per cent. of the pay he drew at the time 
of his retirement. At the time of my retirement in the 
Philippine Islands I was drawing $82 per month, includ- 
ing twenty per cent. allowed by Congress. Will you 
kindly tell me if I am entitled to seventy-five per cent. 
of the above amount, and to whom I shall present my 
claim? Answer: You should make a test case of this. 
Apply to Auditor for War Department, making claim 
for seventy-five per cent. of $82.00. 

c. A. N. asks: If an ordnance soldier detailed as a 
night watchman who works every night eight hours for 
over six months is entitled to extra duty pay. Answer: 
No, probably not. 

O. N. asks: Has the twenty-five years retiring bill 
been introduced before this Congress, and do you think 
it will pass? I passed the twenty-five year mark last 
Answer: Of course it is utterly impossible to 
say definitely that such a bill will or will not pass this 
session. But those who should know about such matters 
declare that there is little, if any, prospect of a twenty- 
five year retirement measure for enlisted men getting 
through this session. 

A. S. W. asks: (1) I enlisted in the Arnmiy July 4, 
194, with the intention of taking the examination for a 
commission. When do you think I will be ordered up 
for the preliminary examination? Answer: Preliminary 
examination will be held in May. 2) What will the 
prospect be for this class (1906)? Answer: The chances 
are good, as there will be several vacancies for 1%6 to 
be filled from the ranks. 

LIBERTY ISLAND writes: For the past four years I 
have been carried as married on my company roll, but 
it is three years since I have seen my wife or heard any-

positive proof of it. I want to know how to go about 
getting ‘‘married’’ taken off my name in the company 
records, so that I can be carried on as a single man 
again. Answer: You will have to get proof of your 
wife’s death before the change can be made. Consult 
your company commander. 

F, A. H. asks: Can a man be tried by a G.C.M. for 
the same offense twice? Answer: No. 

A. E. S.—You are probably entitled to the Cuban 
badge. Would advise that you make application for it 
through military channels, stating your service in detail. 

E. B- G.—No date is yet set for issuing campaign 
medals. They will be forwarded to those entitled to 
them. 

K. asks: The probable date of issue of the campaign 
badges authorized by G.O. 4, W.D., ¢.s.? Answer: The 
design for the badge has not even yet been determined. 
There is no ‘probable’ date when the badges will be 
issued.

court-martial, that the grounding of H.M.S. Assistance

\ class for officers is to be formed at the English Army 
S-hool of Cookery, Aldershot, with a view to a more com- 

ient supervision of army outing. The Army and Navy 
Gazette says: “A great improvement has been effected 
i) soldiers’ rations, and it is generally held that the di- 
minution of the evil of drink is largely due to the im- 
proved food. Now that the matter is placed upon a higher 
footing, further progress cannot fail to be made.” 

After the battle of Kéniggratz Prince Frederick 
Karl of Prussia published a book entitled “Of the Art 
of Fighting the French Army.” On_ the battlefield, 
he says, the French army absolutely ignores the regula- 
tions and instructions of the drill grounds, It has no 
prevalent order of battle, relying in all cases on the initia- 
tive of the generals. The French soldier always advances 
jad such, in all their simplicity, are the French tactics. 
In Franee they attribute more influence to the moral 
than to the physical strength. ‘The soldier does not care 
to he commanded by tacticians. The French judge their 
conerals, not by their talent for maneuver, but by their 
vbility to infuse enthusiasm into the troops. Never, says 
ihe Prinee, do the French defend themselves in a passive 
way; they follow in this the principles of defense to the 
‘termost which have been inculcated in them specially 


by Marshal Bugeaud. When on the defense they take the 
offensive at the decisive moment and especially the offen- 
sive on the flanks of the adversary. Once the charge is 
decided upon, the firing and skirmishing are checked and 
they charge always in quick time. The French have de- 
feated the Russians and Austrians; they. are morally su- 
perior to the English, but the Russians will defeat them 
if they avoid being entangled in routine, 


Among a valuable collection of old military literature 
recently sold by the Royal Military College, England, 
were four folio volumes of manuscript copies or extracts 
of orders, relations, and capitulations between 1773 and 
1783, comprising matters of the utmost interest relating 
to military transactions during the War of American In- 
dependence. The War Office bought them for $1,500. 
An American syndicate was preparing to bid for them, 
but did not complete their arrangements in time. 

How military service is recognized in England is in- 
dicated in the bestowal of honors and appointments on 
the retirement of the late Ministry. Lord Tredegar, 
who as captain in the 17th Lancers, participated in the 
charge of the Light Brigade of Balaclava, becomes a 
viscount; Sir William Walrond, M.P., formerly of the 
Grenadier Guards, a baron; Col. Mark Lockwood, M.P., 
who served for seventeen years in the Coldstream Guards, 
a privy councillor; Mr. T. Leigh Hare, M.P., who was in 
the Scots Guards from 1880 to 1885, and served through 
the Zulu and Egyptian wars, a baron; while among the 
new knights will be found Major W. EB. Evans Gordon, 
M.P., late Indian army; Col. C. Wyndham Murray, C.B., 
M.P., who saw active service in Afghanistan, Egypt, and 
Bechuanaland, and Major Harry North, formerly of the 
Royal Munster Fusiliers. 

A_ belated report issued by the British Admiralty on 
the health of the navy for the year 1904 shows it is get- 
ting healthier as years go on. The average number of 
sick men daily during the year was 3,467, giving a rate 
of thirty-one per thousand, and showing a decrease of 
five, in comparison with the last seven years’ average. 

A Toulon despatch of Dec. 26 says: ‘Several arrests 
of non-commissioned officers of the navy are impending 
owing to the discovery at their homes of detailed plans 
of the new battleships and submarine boats. This, it is 
expected, will solve the mystery of. the disappearance of 
the plans of the submarine boat Aigrette. A duplicate of 
this vessel has been constructed in Germany, supposedly 
from the French plans.” 

Lieutenant Twemlow, 91 Punjabis, while posted in the 
umpire’s office scoring during attack tactics of two regi- 
ments at Mandalay Ifill, India, was killed by a ricochet 
bullet. 

The France Militaire remarks that the new German 
rifle presents but slight improvement upon the ’88 rifle 
and both have the same caliber. The improvement, there- 
fore, is in the character of the ammunition, which doubt- 
less presents many advantages and also not a few disad- 
vantages. I'rom a diagram of the new projectile it ap- 
pears to be brought almost to an absolute point, hence 
its designation as S ammunition (Spitzengeschoss). The 
range of the ball used with the ’98 rifle is 4,000 meters 
at an angle of 31 degrees and an angle of descent of 
about 50 degrees. The penetration is considerable, and 
31 1-2 inches of pinewood have been perforated at a range 
of 528 feet. The depth of penetration into earth is nearly 
36 inches. Walls constructed of a single range- of stone 
may be perforated, but if of considerable thickness would 
resist the ball. Its form is intended to enable it to over- 
come the resistance of the atmosphere, and it has greater 
initial velocity than the present projectile. The carrying 
power is increased, and the part of the bullet which takes 
the pressure is not changed. The weight is only 10 
grammes, as compared with 14.47 grammes in the ’88 bul- 
let. while the French “D” bullet, which has a copper 
mantel, is nearly double the length of the “S” bullet, and 
weighs thirteen grammes. The grooving of the new pro- 
jectile is not so deep, and it has a very flat trajectory. 
It is hoped that the introduction of this bullet will make 
it unnecessary to bring in a new small-caliber rifle, and 
therefore that a large expenditure may be prevented. At 
a distance of 25 meters from the muzzle the velocity is 
S60 meters, as compared with 620 meters with the old 
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form of ammunition, and the new bullet can be used with 
the ’88 and ’98 rifles, as well as for machine guns. Here- 
tofore it has been found that the flight of pointed bullets 
is unstable and its lack of accuracy lessens the value of 
the increased range. 

The Japanese who compose the bulk of the laboring 
population in Hawaii are not popular there and the plant- 
ers have decided to send an agent to the Azores and Ma- 
deira islands to secure 1,000 families of the agricultural 
class of Portuguese, not to exceed 5,000 souls. Laborers 
from these islands have proven very satisfactory hereto- 
fore and the Hawaiian planters are prepared to contrib- 
ute to the board of immigration sufficient funds to carry 
out the plan for securing more of them. 


Two of the furnaces of the British destroyer Surly are 
to be altered so that coal and oil may be burned together 
to determine their relative value in small tube water-tube 
boilers, such as are fitted to destroyers and torpedoboats. 

A party of Japanese officers are to go to India to study 
the system of army organization there. In return Iadian 
officers are to go to Japan to study the organization of 
the forces of the Mikado. 

A German newspaper publishes a comparison between 
the newest and heaviest German naval gun, with which 
the Deutschland type is to be armed, and the most mod- 
ern British gun, with which the King Edward class is 
equipped. The German weapon has a caliber of 11.032 
inches and a length of 40 calibers, as compared with the 
12.017 inches and .45 caliber British gun. The inferiori‘, 
of the German gun is attributed to its lighter weight. It 
fires a projectile of 529.104 pounds, with 132.276 pounds 
powder charge, as compared with the 848.771-pound pro- 
jectile and 220.46-pound charge of the British gun. 

According to the Novoe Vremya, when peace was con- 
cluded General Linevitch had at his disposal 12,500 offi- 
cers, 917,000 men and 270,000 horses. But from the be- 
ginning to the end of the war there had been carried to 
the front 20,000 officers, 1,270,000 men, and more than 
1,600 guns. Subtrecting these figures and making allow- 
ance for 80,000 men already on the spot when war broke 
out, the Russian losses appear roughly 7,500 officers and 
433,000 men.
